UITE the most unattractive thing about a car is its exhaust system—or 
even the fact that it has to have one. This may account for some 
neglect of this important component. Few except the experts give 

much thought to the air and fuel once it has been fed into the cylinders and 
burned up, but if you take a look at a racing car or an improved performance 
family car, you can see the lengths to which designers go to secure exhaust 
efficiency. This gives an indication of what may be gained or lost when 
disposing of exhaust gases. 

It is not widely known that harmonics can play an important part in 
obtaining good scavenging from the cylinders of an engine and thus, of course, 
aid refilling. Certain accessory fittings for improving performance depend 
upon this principle, and it also provides the reason for the elaborate pairing 
and branching of some racing exhaust manifolds. Incidentally, this form of 
tuning can be of even greater importance on the induction side. 

The ordinary motorist is usually more concerned with simple practical 
matters than with efficiencies. Exhaust systems can rattle, rust, leak, restrict 
ground clearance and cause booms, roars and resonance. The bigger the 
engine and the more silent the car is expected to be, the greater the problem. 
Rolls-Royce go to great expense and sacrifice appreciable horsepower to achieve 
the results they do. 

What should the motor car owner look forward to in the future? First, 
there are materials, at present too expensive and difficult to work, which will 
give exhaust systems a much longer life. Secondly, more efficient layout of 
the exhaust system, and increase in efficiency of silencers, should reduce 
power losses attributable to back pressure in systems. Progress in car design 
may also enable exhaust pipes to be run rearwards in a less vulnerable way, 
although the lower the car floor, the more difficult this becomes. 

It is almost certain that exhaust outlets on ordinary cars will always have 
to be at the back. Some open sports cars may remain exceptions. Many 
commercial vehicles, including buses, exhaust to the side regardless of 
pedestrians and other road users. The main problems of such an arrange- 
ment on a car are serious risk of fumes entering the body, and of greater 
noise reaching the occupants. On the other hand, it would frequently be a 
great help not to have to carry the pipe past the jam of back axle, fuel tank 
and spare-wheel well. New regulations in France will make rear exhaust 
compulsory; elsewhere upward release of the gases is also being considered. 


Salvage 


CAR engines, like those of some heavy vehicles, may eventually be super- 
charged with the aid of exhaust turbo blowers. With very powerful engines, 
exhaust systems disperse sufficient energy to operate a “ blow-down” turbine 
geared back to the main engine. Such devices are well known in aviation 
and in some classes of stationary engines, but at present, for cars, it would 
seem that the complication and cost more than offset the gain. More may 
be seen of power recuperation from exhaust gases; air conditioning and 
auxiliary electrical and hydraulic systems could be so driven. 

Indirect use of the heat of the exhaust to warm the car interior looks 
tempting at first, but the risk, through fault or failure, of lethal exhaust 
fumes reaching the car interior is usually considered to be too great. In areas 
of great traffic congestion—Los Angeles, for example—special exhaust filters 
are being examined to help combat air pollution. So far, experimental 
examples have proved bulky and costly—and of marginal efficiency and life. 

As a start toward better exhaust systems, we hope manufacturers of every- 
day cars will be able to pay a little more attention not only to materials for 
greater durability, but also to the shaping and tuning of exhaust manifolds, 
The many constructors of improved performance kits lately have shown what, 
for a modest price, may be gained, and how. 
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Talking of Tyres

HALL it be a set of winter tyres or one of orthodox 
pattern; 4-ply or 6-ply rating; tubeless or tubed, and if 
the latter, what sort of tube; shall covers be reinforced 

with rayon, nylon or steel; should the tyres at the back be of 
different design from those at the front; would oversizing 
make an improvement? These are some of the questions 
which motorists ask themselves and their suppliers when 
buying tyres at any time, but particularly during the winter 
when tyre grip is of particular importance, 

Unless the tyres are straightforward replacements, it may be 
necessary to select different pressures from those used previously, 
and in doing so the opportunity occurs for the keener, more 
sensitive driver to experiment by way of varying the pressures 
to suit his driving and conditions of use, provided always that 
he knows what he is about. This is a time, too, to consider some 
of the factors which affect tyre life, for there are important 
aspects which are little-known compared with the more obvious 
effects of fast cornering and under-inflation. 

The advent of some quite powerful, tail-light cars was largely 
responsible for the vogue for fitting at the rear such special 
tyres as the Firestone Town and Country, Dunlop Weather- 
master, Goodyear Suburbanite and Avon Waymaster. ‘These 
tyres have proved to be a real benefit to the farmer, the country 
doctor, and others who must regularly keep moving on soft, 
slippery surfaces. Their popularity has increased so much that 
they are a common sight on rear wheels all over the country, 
and one cannot but wonder if all their owners enjoy benefits in 
sufficient measure to offset the shortcomings. 

In the industry informal opinion—notwithstanding that poten- 
tial profits evidently are greater from quicker-wearing winter 
tyres!—is almost unanimous; it is that these special tyres are 
worth the extra cost, greater rate of wear and increased noise 
level only when their special qualities are necessary. The motor- 
ist who encounters difficult going only occasionally would almost 
certainly do better to buy orthodex tyres, lowering pressures

appreciably at the rear in emergency to get going on soft, slippery 
ground. Snow tyres’ are quite another matter, transforming 
driving on snow, but the wear rate on ordinary roads rules 
them out for countries with changeable winter conditions. 

The question of tread pattern among the “ordinary” tyres 
links, indirectly, with the choice between ply ratings. Not long 
ago the tread patterns on the cheaper tyres were different from 
those made in the more expensive moulds used for six-ply, “de 
luxe ” tyres, but nowadays differences are largely confined to ply 
rating and price. For example, the normal Dunlop tread is the same 
as that on the more expensive Heavy Duty tyre, and the Michelin 
SDS tread pattern is used for the steel-reinforced X. Again the 
industry confirms that, in this country, the extra outlay for a 
six- instead of four-ply rating is unlikely to justify itself unless 
there are special considerations to be taken into account. At least 
one manufacturer offers a deeper tread on a six-ply casing, but 
again there is no financial gain in normal conditions. Other 
things being equal, the rate of wear is at its greatest when the 
tread is at its thickest. 

Ordinary four-ply rating tyres will stand up to much hard 
going mixed with ordinary motoring, without giving trouble. 
Only when colonial conditions are encountered continually is 
the heavy duty tyre likely to be required. Incidentally, the 
ordinary four-ply tyre has some advantages over the six-ply, 
including a slightly softer ride and a lesser degree of heat build- 
up owing to the thinner carcass, Ply rating is a measure of 
carcase strength, and while a “four-ply” tyre may not neces- 
sarily have four layers of reinforcing fabric, its strength meets 
the industry’s accepted four-ply standards. 

Nylon quite recently has become a competitor of rayon in tyre 
carcase manufacture. It has advantages, but is not likely to 
squeeze out the earlier synthetic fibre, particularly in countries 
with well-surfaced roads. Nylon’s great strength and rot resist- 
ance have special appeal in hot, humid colonial territory. It 
also enables tginner, more flexible side walls to be used, with 
attendant reduction in heat build-up. Against this, nylon’s 
stretching properties cause a curious result. When the rayon 
in a tyre cools after a run it contracts evenly with its rubber, 
but the nylon type takes up whatever “set” it happens to be 
in; that is, the part of the nylon in the tread contacting the 
garage floor settles in to a flat shape, and in the morning each 
road wheel retains a flat portion until the tyre warms up. 

Tkis “early morning thump” which may be encountered 
after a cold start is harmless but it can be detected, even though 
most passengers would notice it only if it was pointed out. 
Goodyear are proud of their 3T process, which stretches and 
heats the nylon before and during its union with rubber, and 
thus reduces the tendency to thump when cold. A giant 3T 
machine was installed at Wolverhampton some time ago (at no 
little cost) with nylon specially in view. However, the extra 
cost alone of nylon is likely to limit demand in countries with 
good roads. 


With Tubes or Without ? 


The battle between tubed or tubeless tyres continues, although 
the great majority of cars built today have tubeless as standard 
equipment. Even tyres for really fast cars, such as the Dunlop 
Road Speed, are now made in tubeless form. Opinion in the 
industry is not unanimous, one major manufacturer in par- 
ticular, although offering tubeless to satisfy demand, feeling 
that the tubed tyre is preferable. Most makers, however, are 
“sold” on tubeless, certainly for Everyman’s car. They are 
satisfied on two counts: that the extra stiffness in the tyre 
walls encountered with the earliest types has long been over- 
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come; and that the resistance to bursts and to punctures calling 
for an enforced wheel change on the road is immeasurably 
greater when there is no tube. While tubeless tyres were intro- 
duced primarily to cut assembly line costs, they have won 
laurels on merit. 

When an inner tube is pierced the tyre goes down, perhaps 
suddenly, but when a sharp object penetrates the inner sur- 
face of a tubeless tyre the odds are that only negligible loss of 
air will occur until the object is removed. When it is extracted 
a rubber plug can be inserted almost at the same moment, 
again without serious loss of air. The sales manager of one 
of the big companies said that during the last couple of years 
he had never carried a spare, even for Continental touring, if 
the space could be useful for luggage, and that he would not 
consider tubed tyres other than to make full acquaintance with 
any new product. He carries a small puncture repair outfit 
which can be used without removing a wheel, and also one 
tube instead of the spare—just in case. Tubes may be used 
in tubeless tyres, and can be a useful stop-gap in the event of 
serious damage to the tyre carcase. 

Of course, tubeless tyres cannot normally be used on spoked 
wheels or on old rims which do not offer suitable sealing sur- 
faces, although special sealing strips can sometimes ensure air 
pressure retention. For the tubes themselves, butyl has now 
ousted natural rubber except for racing cars, on which pressure 
maintenance for long periods is not important. Butyl retains 
air for very much longer than rubber. A member of The 
Autocar staff using butyl tubes on a trip of more than 3,000 
miles during the summer detected no appreciable loss of air 
on the whole trip. But these tubes do have one snag—they 
shape themselves exactly to the inner surfaces of tyre and 
wheel, and take up a permanent set. Thus, if one has to be 
repaired and does not take up quite the same position on being 
replaced, it may chafe. When a new set of tyres is fitted, new 
tubes are usually recommended. 

While each tyre manufacturer makes special claims for his 
tread patterns, in fact there is not much to choose between them 
in the range for ordinary road work. Normal practice is the 
use of continuous, circumferential ribs formed in patterns such 
as zig-zag or diamond, and incorporating knife cuts. Modern 
laboratory apparatus has done much to speed tyre research and, 
while road testing remains the ultimate proving method, partly 
because road surfaces vary so much and all patterns must be a 
compromise, the technique of tread design has reached an 
advanced stage. Revolutionary developments in either wearing 
property or grip are unlikely. Similarly, we are not likely to 
see an ordinary tyre markedly more deficient in respect of tread 
pattern than any of its rivals.

Last factor in the selection of new tyres is size. This is 
primarily a matter of personal preference provided there is 
sufficient clearance for moving up a size, and front wheel lock 
is not seriously affected. Oversizing gives higher gearing, with 
resultant reduction in acceleration and of r.p.m. at any given 
cruising speed. A softer ride may also be expected. 

Broad rules of tyre maintenance and treatment for long life 
are, or certainly should be, well known. The factors most 
quickly reducing mileage are fast cornering, under-inflation, 
hard braking and fierce acceleration, probably in that order, It 
is worth remembering always that under-inflation can cause 
irreparable damage on quite a short run, whereas a moderate 
degree of over-inflation is virtually harmless. With a correctly 
inflated tyre on a car driven normally, about 90 per cent of wear 
takes place when cornering. This does not mean simply when 
cornering fast, or when centrifugal force can be felt. The rate 
of wear begins to increase sharply as soon as direction begins 
to change. Yet it is worth pointing out that fast cornering is 
not in itself bad driving; in suitable circumstances it adds enjoy- 
ment to reduced journey times—if the driver is content to spend 
more money on rubber than is necessary. 


Changing Round 


Most tyres, even given careful pressure maintenance, suffer 
from neglect of wheel changing. It is popularly supposed that 
change-rounds are made primarily to even up wear between 
front and rear, and drivers of this opinion who find the cost of 
tyres a financial burden often let one pair fall due for replace- 
ment before the other, to spread costs. This is false economy, 
for there are several other reasons for interchanging tyres at 
regular intervals. 

In a country where the rule of the road is to keep left, the 
left front tyre takes most of the strain, having camber to con- 
tend with continually, and taking the greatest average cornering 
strain. Next comes the off-side front. These strains on the 
carcase are equalized by changing round. While modern tread 
patterns have reduced the uneven, notched wear common to 
older tyres with block patterns in the tread, this still exists, and 
it can be held to a minimum also by change-rounds. Ex-motor- 
cyclists will probably have encountered the notched wear on 
front wheel tyres; it reduces adhesion because the notched por- 
tions tend to ride up over the water on wet surfaces. A further 
reason for changing round is that tyres tend to wear more 
rounded on the outer shoulders at the front than at the rear. 

Drivers who prefer to wear out one pair of tyres before the 
other usually keep the newest pair at the front, This is not 
necessarily wise. If one pair is new and the other half worn 
but sound, then a tail-light, tail-happy car will benefit from 
having the better pair at the rear. The “new at the front” 
maxim results largely from the fear of a front wheel burst, but 
on the average current European car this may be no more—or 
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Talking of Tyres... 


even less—dangerous than a rear wheel blow-out. It remains 
true, however, that a front wheel burst is the most widely feared. 
Others who do not bother to put the spare into circulation can 
“economize” by scrapping a pair of tyres, laying one aside as 
a spare and matching a single new one with the original spare. 

When considering tyre life, it is important to remember that 
almost any irregularity will increase at a rate of acceleration 
proportionate to the degree of wear. In other words, the worse 
a fault is, the more quickly will it deteriorate. For example, if 
a flat is worn in the tyre tread as a result of locking a wheel on 
a dry road in emergency braking, it will tend to get worse at 
a progressively quicker rate than that of general wear on the 
tyre. Changing tyres round is a good method of cutting most 
of these ill-effects to a minimum. 

Brand new tyres have encountered no scuffing against the 
road, and in their very early life may not give the grip of which 
they will soon be capable. Racing cars are sometimes seen 
lapping before an event solely to scuff new tyres. Apart from 
this, the new tyre is ready for anything; it gains nothing from 
being nursed in its infancy. 

In addition to the effect on tyre life, pressure adjustment 
affects a car’s handling characteristics. The balance of pressures 
between front and rear is an important factor in deciding the 
degree of under- or oversteer, to which the fast driver particu- 
larly is sensitive, whether or not he knows the true meaning of 
these terms. The classic description of the effects of these 
phenomena records that, driven too fast, the understeering car 
leaves the road forwards, while the overstecrer goes off back- 
wards. 


Steering Characteristics 


Rarely do wheels travel exactly in the direction in which they 
are aligned; this differential is by intent, and the angle between 
the apparent direction and actual line of travel is called the slip 
angle. If the slip angles of the rear wheels are greater than 
those at the front the car will tend to oversteer, and vice versa. 
The differential between front and rear slip angles can be 
adjusted within limits by varying tyre pressures. 

An oversteering car tends to turn more sharply into a corner 
than the actual movement of the front wheels would suggest, 
and to keep it on the right path, it may be necessary to turn the 
steering wheel so that the initial front wheel lock is reduced. 
This tendency increases with any increase in speed, and in 
extreme circumstances maintenance of the right line of a corner 
may require the front wheels to be turned fully to the opposite 
lock as the tail of the car moves farther and farther out from 
the intended line of travel. Beyond this the car will turn com- 
pletely round (even leaving the road backwards). 

The understeering car takes a wider line on a corner than 
that suggested by the angle of the front wheels, thus on a left- 
hand corner the wheels must be turned to the left of the actual 
line of travel. This type of steering characteristic is generally 
considered preferable as the driver, in having to steer more and 
more into the corner as speed rises, gets plenty of warning of 
his speed relative to the conditions. In an extreme case the 
understeering car would cease to respond to additional front 
wheel lock, and would tend to go straight on (leaving the road 
forwards). 

While most of the factors affecting handling characteristics 
are looked after by the car’s designers (camber and castor angles, 
cornering force and self-aligning torque, weight distribution and 
so on), the private owner can make fine adjustments by varying 
the balance between front and rear pressures within limits—in 
other words, by influencing the slip angles mentioned earlier. 

Such variations should not be excessive, because of possible 
adverse repercussions on other aspects of the suspension and steer- 
ing design and, of course, tyre life. It is easy, too, for a driver 
to be misled into thinking that his car over- or understeers 
excessively when the trouble is to be found elsewhere. A good 
example of this was a quite powerful family car current in recent 
years: this had an exceptionally high proportion of weight 
on the front wheels, with the result that wheelspin at the rear 
was easily induced, and the tail often swung out skittishly on 
corners, particularly in the wet. The effect was similar to 
oversteer, and called for similar corrective action, yet the fault 
was primarily one of weight distribution in a car which was, 
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in fact, essentially an understecring model. That fundamentally 
it had an understeer characteristic was more evident when four 
adults and a locker full of luggage were being carried. The 
most efficient “cure” for the “oversteer” of that car was the 
inclusion of weights at the rear of the boot. 

Those who are not familiar with all the factors should cither 
leave well alone, or at least go carefully. Tyre pressure sugges- 
tions to meet specific loadings and conditions of use are readily 
available from the tyre and car manufacturers. However, the 
driver who is reasonably sure that he knows what he is after 
may safely change the fore and aft balance of pressures by 
as much as 4 Ib sq in over (or under) the manufacturer’s general 
recommendation, without being likely seriously to affect safety 
or tyre life. On very soft ground all pressures may be con- 
siderably lowered—even to 50 per cent of the standard recom- 
mendation, just to get going—provided they are raised to normal 
again at the first opportunity. 

When breakaway occurs because speed is too high in rela- 
tion to a corner, the fast driver may be assumed to react auto- 
matically, for he is used to this type of motoring. Even he, 
however, is sometimes frightened by reports that a steel mesh 
tyre will break away with alarming suddenness. Although this 
kind of tyre does give better grip and is less likely to slide, 
its characteristics when the limit of adhesion is reached are, in 
fact, different from those of the ordinary tyre. 

A standard type of tyre tread is distorting by the time break- 
away point is reached. Adhesion, therefore, is reduced at the 
wrong time, and the car begins to slide, progressively at first, 
with the gradual increase in distortion lifting some of the tread 
from the road. The steel reinforced (“rigid breaker”’) tyre has 
an unyielding tread, and begins to slide quite suddenly. Also, 
the speed in relation to any corner may be appreciably higher 
than would be achieved on ordinary covers, with the further 
result that there is less time for the driver to react. Once a rigid 
breaker tyre has begun to slide, its behaviour is no different from 
that of any other, and normal methods of correction apply. 


To Breakaway Point 


It is generally considered, with justification, that any driver 
who intentionally reaches breakaway point on, for example, 
Michelin X tyres on a dry or ordinarily wet road is necessarily 
a skilled driver competent to cope with the outcome. Short 
of icy conditions, the ordinary driver is likely to enjoy the 
extra margin of safety without ever reaching its limit. 

In spite of the wide range of tyres available for almost any 
car today, there remains room for more speciality in the in- 
dustry. While all tyres are a compromise, because improvement 
of one characteristic usually has an ill-effect on one or more of 
its other properties, it would be possible to produce “ better” 
tyres. Ideally each car would have a tyre designed from the 
drawing-board to match its own requirements. Unfortunately 
demand would be so low that the cost to the customer would 
be out of proportion to the benefit obtained. However, the 
research departments of the major manufacturers progress 
steadily in their search for pure knowledge and for methods of 
applying it. There are new developments on the way; there 


are sure to be more to follow.

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someone inspects my car, besides the usual ones 
“What does it cost?” and “What’ll she do?”, is 
“How does it go in the snow?” This is a vital question to 
the people living here in the Adirondack mountains, and. is 
particularly pertinent this year, when the weather man has 
seen fit to supply one of the most severe winters on record. 
I have had my red Peerless just over five months, and to date 
have not reached five thousand miles on the clock, This 
is considerably less than my usual average, and is a direct 
result of our fantastic weather conditions. Anything you can 
name in the line of weather phenomena we have had, with 
the possible exception of sandstorms. This includes rain, 
freezing rain, flood, thaw, hail, sleet, violent winds and snow— 
mountains of snow. During this time the thermometer hes 
been having a very happy time on its own; the only thing pre- 
dictable about its actions is that they will be unpredictable. 
Several times we have seen it slump to 25 deg below zero, 
only to have it soar to a “warm” 30 deg above within twenty- 
four hours. All this contrary to weather reports, of course, 
Well, how does the Peerless do in all this? The answer is 
very well indeed. With 51 per cent of its weight (Road and 
Track Road Test) on the rear wheels, the car has a very great 
deal of traction; this, with a very high degree of directional 
stability, enables it literally to run circles around Detroit iron 
on ice. In fact, there is a great deal of fun to be had in burbling 
up an ice-covered hill while the juggernauts scrabble futilely 
at the bottom. This can be done even with the standard Avon 
Turbo-speeds at the rear.

Peerless in the Snow 


AMERICAN OWNER FINDS 


Acting on the premise “If it’s good without snow tyres, it 
will be better with them,” I have fitted Dunlop Weathermasters 
at the rear and noted a marked improvement, though the hand- 
ling on dry roads suffers to some degree. The only limiting 
factor to the car’s progress in snow is depth. In anything near 
a foot of the stuff the nose, which is shaped rather like a 
toboggan on the underside, tends to lift the front wheels off the 
“ground,” whereupon the front wheels start to act like rudders 
—it’s like boating. I have never been stuck, though I have had 
some anxious moments. 

It is possible for very light powder snow to sift between the 
pads and the disc of the Girling disc brakes (at the front), and 
there freeze overnight. In this condition the car is very difficult 
to reverse, though it will go forward, the pads breaking loose 
with a snap. I now make it a practice to reverse into my garage. 
Exarnination of the brakes does not indicate that any harm is 
being done, and in any case I can think of no remedy short of 
heating my garage. 

The Smiths heater puts out a large amount of heat, and the 
blower, situated behind the left front head lamp, is very power- 
ful and quiet. The facia is completely enclosed, forming a sort 
of air box into which the hot air is pumped, with the hope that 
it will emerge from the defroster slots. This has not proved 
to very practical (though it does keep the oil pressure and 
petrol gauges warm!) and is being remedied on future models. 
I am given to understand it is to be modified on my car as 
well, 

I have always been an advocate of auxiliary electric engine 
heaters, because they reduce engine and battery wear, yet at the 
same time ensure instant cold-weather starts and a supply of 
warm air from the car heater. I have fitted an 850-watt unit 
that heats engine coolant through a T fitting in one of the car 
heater hoses, and a connection to the drain cock low down on 
the block. This powerful unit requires but twe hours to bring 
the temperature gauge to half-scale in zero weather. 1 have, 
therefore, fitted a time switch in my kitchen that cuts the heater 
in two hours before I have to leave for work. It is quite con- 
venient, and satisfactory in every way. 

A radiator blind has proved helpful, and is not lowered at 
~~ on the very coldest days, the temperature gauge remaining 

“normal” even on fairly lengthy trips. 

ye tendency to stall in zero weather had me puzzled for a 
while, but a paragraph in a Triumph Sports Owners’ Associa- 
tion bulletin set me-right. It advocated washing the carburettor 
dashpots with petrol and filling with a very light machine oil.

This helped a very great deal; the same bulletin recommended 
a change to Champion L10, K.L.G. F70, or equivalent Lodge 
sparking plugs. I have not tried this yet. 

The Laycock-de Normanville overdrive operating on second, 
third and fourth gears has been a great help. Im very deep 
snow I run in second, using overdrive second where possible: 
there are times when I could use a synchromesh first. On 
slippery surfaces or lighter snow, I drive largely in third over- 
drive, dropping quickly down to third where needed. On dry 
roads and parkways, where fairly high speeds can be used, the 
car cruises effortlessly at 2,700 r.p.m. in overdrive fourth, show- 
ing an indicated 70 m.p.h. and giving around 30 m.p.g. with 
U.S.A. measure, which is equivalent to 36 m.p.g. using the 
British measure for a gallon. 

There has been very little opportunity to let the car out, 
but I have seen an indicated 90 m.p.h. (5,000 r.p.m.) in third 
overdrive, and the engine seemed willing to go beyond that. 

Riding qualities are almost soft by sports car standards, yet 
there seems to have been no sacrifice in handling or stability 
to achieve this. My wife, who is not an enthusiast but is be- 
coming “infected,” finds it most comfortable for quite long 
trips, the seats giving very good support. 

Although some minor aspects of the workmanship could 
stand improvement (I understand that later models are more 
finished), the car is, on the whole, a fine and enjoyable instru- 
ment and fills a very great need in its price class.

great Napoleon, is rapidly gaining prominence 
among Mediterranean tourist centres. 

From the port of Piombino, in Italy, several daily crossings 
by steamer run to Portoferraio (114 miles) capital of the island, 
and there are also daily crossings to Rio Marina and Porto 
Azzurro. The boats are very well equipped, comparing favour- 
ably with the cross-channel ferries, complete with a bar, restaur- 
ant and a lower deck holding up to 30 cars. There is also a 
weekly service from Leghorn on Friday, but that mainly deals 
with the Italians who want to spend the weekend in their villas 
on Elba, and the same boat returns to Leghorn the following 
Monday. 

Without a car on the island, you are like a bird in a cage. On 
arrival at Portoferraio, you first have to decide where you are 
going to stay. Are you going to forsake the tranquillity of the 
south side of the island for the wind and sunsets of the north 
side? Do you want ‘to lie on the beach, to water-ski or to 
travel? 

An excellent hotel on the south side at Marina di Campo is 
the Albergo Iselba, built only eight years ago. It is one of the 
most modern on the island, skilfully positioned among the pine 
trees, and of a revolutionary design. 

Every double room has two entrances, one from the back and 
another opening on to the main part of the hotel where break- 
fast is served. All the single rooms are clustered together at 


T's solitary island of Elba, once the exiled home of the 


' the back. The food is excellent; a large variety is available 


without eating a la carte, and the menus are in French as well as 
Italian. The soups, cream or consommé, are reserved for dinner, 
whilst spaghetti, macaroni or some cheese dishes are served 
instead for lunch. For the second course there is always a 
choice of four dishes, two fish and two meat, and after that 
there is cheese and fruit, with a cake in addition for the evening 
meal. The beach there is of very fine sand, and the use of deck 
chairs and sun shades is in the all-inclusive price of the hotel— 
5,400 lire per day. 

There is little night life at Marina di Campo, since it is only 
a small fishing village with the one large hotel and two small 
boarding houses, but the other side of the island is easily reached 
over a good, well-surfaced tar-macadam road. 

The first village one comes to is Procchio, small and typically 
Italian, overflowing with open-air cafés and bars, and dominated 
by an enormous modern building, the hotel del Golfo. This hotel 
has a private beach and excellent beach huts, and a bar within 
feet of the deep blue Mediterranean, built upon a slab of concrete 
twenty yards square. In the evening, curtained off by multi- 
coloured tarpaulins, this becomes the night spot of Elba’s enter- 
tainment, with a perfect setting for any honeymoon couple. 

Taking the main road again towards Portoferraio, one soon 
arrives at the only other hotel worthy of mention, the hotel 
Hermitage. This hotel, accessible only by a narrow, twisting 
road with a rough, stony surface, shuts itself off from the bulk 
of tourists who motor until they see a place they like—this place 
they will not see. It is set over a beautiful bay, has a first-class 
restaurant, and the bedrooms, instead of being joined to the 
hotel, are scattered over the rock face in very modern cottages, 
with a bathroom attached to almost every one. The hotel dining

room, set over the sand, is cleared most evenings for dancing 
in the moonlight. 

It is invariably best to eat in the hotel restaurant, but just 
once during your stay in Elba you should visit the Restaurant 
La Marinella at Marciana Marina. From the outside it appears 
like one of the worst English transport cafés, with decrepit 
stonework, crooked windows and tiles missing from the roof; 
within, the new paintwork glistens, the wooden tables and chairs 
shine, and the old wooden beams running across the ceiling 
give the impression of a huge dining room in an old country 
mansion. The food is the best served in Elba, with the choice 
of many Italian dishes delicately prepared. 

Many will ask what there is to see on Elba, and if all the 
roads are suitable for travelling. There is indeed on this island 
something to interest everyone. If your main interest is fishing 
you are fortunate, since almost half of the 30,000 inhabitants 
of the isle own boats. There are, of course, the interesting 
records of Napoleon’s exile (1814-15) in the Palazzina dei 
Mulini, in the villa S. Martino, in the old church of Porto- 
ferraio, in Marciana (Madonna del Monte) and in other locali- 
ties, and for everyone there are some very wonderful views. 
On the accompanying map stars indicate the best viewpoints, 
but there are two in particular that everyone who visits this 
historic isle must see. The first is Monte Perone, which should 
be visited between 10 a.m. and 12 noon to have greatest advan- 
tage of the position of the sun. This mountain is approachable 
only from Marciana Marina and you travel as far as Poggio on 
a good road with some well-engineered hairpin bends. The 
last four kilometres from there to the top are no more than a

The author’s 220a Mercedes on the bumpy track leading to the Hotel Iselba 
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track comparable with a very rough Swiss pass, with a steep 
precipice on one side. Fortunately, if you do not choose the 
weekend no more than about six cars go up each day, and 
there are several passing places hewn out of the rock. The 
road itself, although narrow, is very picturesque and bordered 
with fir trees, and the deep blue Mediterranean seems to stretch 
itself as a carpet at your feet in the distance. At the top a 
shady parking place can be found for the car, and you then 
have to walk only 150 yards to reach the best viewpoint. On 
a clear day—nearly all are in the summer—there is a beautiful 
view of both sides of the island, looking down on Marina di 
Campo and Marciana Marina, with Golfo Stella and Porto- 
ferraio in the distance. 

Another essential visit is to Volterraio, on the east side of the 
island; this is best as near sunset as possible, or even when 
there is a full moon. The road is very similar to that up Monte 
Perone, after turning off the main Portoferraio to Porto Azzurro 
road, and the last part is another dust track. If you are fortu- 
nate enough to be there for a really good sunset, the view 
rivals the best in Elba. 

There are, of course, many other places where wonderful 
views can be obtained, but these two surpass all the others. 

The Elban community, swiftly realising the value of tourist 
trade, have already plans for an airport, new hotels, and more 
roads, many of which are now in construction, and old tracks 
are rapidly being resurfaced with tarmac. If you want to visit 
this small community in its natural beauty, you will have to go 
there this year or in 1960.

N increase in maximum b.h.p. of 

20 per cent is claimed for the 

latest version of the 2,993 c.c. 

Alvis engine as a result of alterations 

to the cylinder head. The six-cylinder 

pushrod -operated, overhead - valve 

engine has been in use for nearly ten 

years without major design changes, 

and it was considered that extra power 

could be made available without 

detracting from the smoothness and 
economy of the unit. 

Previously the inlet ports were of the 
siamesed pattern, the mixture being fed 
through two three-port induction mani- 
folds. The new head has six separate 
inlet ports, which are cast by the invest- 
ment process and have a very accurate 
and clean finish. The ports have been 
given a Venturi effect in the change from 
square to circular section, and this has 
resulted in better breathing at the top end 
of the speed range, so that peak revolu- 
tions have gone up from 4,200 to 5,000. 
In addition to the streamlining of the inlet 
ports, the combustion chamber and valves 
- offset in relation to the cylinder centre 

ne. 

As a result, the area of the combustion 
chamber has been reduced slightly, rais- 
ing the compression ratio from 8.0 to 8.5 
to 1, and also increasing the squish area 
immediately above the piston. As can 
be seen from the accompanying power 
curves, this has not augmented low speed 
torque, but it has made possible the pro- 
vision of larger water passages in the head, 
especially in the region of the exhaust 
valves. Complementary to this, a slight 
alteration to the exhaust ports has pro- 
vided an even thickness of material round 
the valve seats, to ensure equal cooling in 
this area. Stellite-faced inserts are used 
for the exhaust valve seats.

No change has been made to the valve 
throat diameters, which are 38 mm for the 
inlet and 32 mm for the exhaust. The 
valves are interchangeable with those used 
in the old head, but differ slightly in that 
there is a reduction of approximately 
0.005in in the stem diameter adjacent to 
the valve head, in order to provide a 
wiping action at the guide. The inlet 
valve guides are chamfered where they 
protrude into the ports. 

The new cylinder head has not called 
for any alterations to the valve operating 
gear, except that as a result of the new 
position of the valves the push-rods are 
inclined slightly outwards at the top. 
Light pressure coil springs on the push- 
rods take up tappet clearance and keep 
noise down to a minimum. The side- 
positioned camshaft continues to be chain- 
driven from the rear of the crankshaft, a 
method which has been Alvis practice for 


many years. 
The paired light alloy inlet manifolds

have mirror image symmetry about their 
centres. Twin S.U. ljin diaphragm car- 
burettors are used in conjunction with a 
thermostatically controlled starting car- 
burettor of the same make; it is connected 
to the balance pipe between the two mani- 
folds. Air from an intake grille between 
the radiator and left side head lamp is 
collected in a fabricated sheet metal box, 
and passes through two Purolator paper 
filter elements to the carburettors. 

Net result of these modifications has 
been to raise the maximum power output 
to 120 b.h.p. at 5,000 r.p.m. which, it is 
claimed, will permit 90 m.p.h. to be at- 
tained in 3rd gear, and a top gear speed 
well in excess of 100 m.p.h. 

The 3-litre Alvis is the first production 
car to be available with Lockheed disc 
brakes, which are an optional extra. The 
llin dia 24in wide drum brakes are re- 
tained at the rear, and a vacuum servo 
similar to that used on the 
Brakemaster system reduces driver effort.

N alternative to the coastal static cara- 
van had to come, and a start is being 
made at Selsey, where planning permis- 
sion has been granted for 50 Cabana 
holiday homes to be erected. The first 
was Officially yy recently by Walter 


Loveys, M.P. for Chichester. 

Except that it- is entirely static, the 
Cabana has all the advantages and none 
of the disadvantages of a caravan, and 
appears ideal for the family motorist who 
wants a seaside cottage. 

The Cabana has a floor area of 21ft by 
16ft, which is sub-divided into kitchen, 
bedroom, toilet and lounge, the latter hav- 
ing two single and one double drop-down 
beds of caravan pattern for use at night. 
Exterior is of varnished Canadian cedar 
wood and the interior is completely 
furnished, even to the provision of an 
immersion heater and a refrigerator. The 
quality of the workmanship of the model 
inspected appeared excellent. 

Made by the Redskin Caravan Co., 
Chichester By-pass, Sussex, the Cabana is 
priced from £875. 


The caliper is a one-piece casting, and 
there is an internal passage for the 
hydraulic fluid between the two cylinders. 
Automatic adjustment of the pads is pro- 
vided, and as the piston is retracted after 
each brake application there is constant 
clearance between the pads and the disc. 

Pad wear can be checked visually from 
the side of the caliper, and replacements 
can be fitted without disturbing any 
hydraulic connections. The disc dia- 
meter is llin and the swept friction area 
per pad 120.8 sq in. An extra charge of 
£15 for the disc brakes includes purchase 
tax. 


Borg-Warner automatic transmission 
can also be specified for either the saloon 
or drop-head coupé at an extra cost of 
£142 10s. 

Price of the standard model remains 
unchanged,.at £1,995 basic, £2,993 17s 
with U.K. purchase tax for the saloon; 
£2,195 basic, £3,293 17s with tax, for the 
coupé.

from Blackpool 


BOUT four years ago an American, 

Ray Saidel, wanted a _ British 
k chassis to be fitted with an M.G. 
or Coventry Climax engine, for competi- 
tion in the States. Someone told him 
about two Blackpool engineers, Trevor 

Wilkinson and Bernard Williams, who 
were making do-it-yourself kits of cars 
under the trading name of T.V.R. Engin- 
eering, T.V.R. being an abbreviation of 
the designer’s first name, Trevor. 

A specification was drawn up, and 
T.V.R,. despatched the first car to Saidel, 
complete less body, in 1956. Saidel had 
a light alloy open two-seater body built 
on this and, with a Stage I Coventry 
Climax 1,100 c.c. engine, it had a very 
successful season once a few early bugs 
had been smoked out. In that first year 
it scored four or five wins in local races, 
and was in the first three of practically 
every race-entered, Since then the suc- 
cess story has been continued, and last 
year Saidel with his T.V.R. (in the US. 
it is called a Jomar) was placed sixth in 
the sports car championship of the United 
States Automobile le Club. This year there 
will be T.V.R.s competing in British 
events. 

Of the thirty or so T.V.R.s so far made, 
some two dozen are in America. Saidel, 
who sees to their marketing in the U.S., 
has himself done much of the develop-

ment work on the car as a résult of his 
racing experience, and has passed back 
all relevant information to the factory. 

Now the T.V.R. Grantura is to be 
placed on the British market, initially in 
its present closed coupé form, but later 
in the year also as a roadster. In produc- 
tion form, however, the car is not pri- 
marily a competition vehicle, and is 
intended as a high-speed, economical 
touring car, Present production rate is 
about six cars a month, but the rate is 
rising steadily and is planned to reach 
about five a week by the end of this year. 

A choice of three power units is offered; 
the Coventry Climax FWE 1,216 c.c. unit, 
as fitted to the Lotus Elite, in the two- 
carburettor form which gives a maximum 
output of 83 b.h.p.; the standard side- 
valve Ford 1,172 c.c. 100E engine; and 
the same Ford unit blown by a Shorrock 
vane-type supercharger. In this form it

crankshaft speeds. With the blower goes 
a 32 mm Solex carburettor, There are 
several options of final drive ratio—4.l, 
4.7 and 5.1. The high-revving Climax 
engine is normally mated to a 4.7 axle, 
and the Ford to a 4.1. 

For the Climax installation, a B.M.C. 
four-speed box is fitted, and for the Ford- 
engined cars there are the alternatives of 
a standard three-speed Ford box or a 
four-speed conversion unit by K.S.K.

Mechanical Developments, of Kidder- 
minster, the extra cost of this being about 
£35. A B.M.C. differential carrier for 
the chassis-mounted final drive is adapted 
by T.V.R. to fit in a housing of their own 
construction, which has a cover plate of 
glass-fibre material. 

Round-section tubing of 14in diameter 
16-gauge mild steel is used for the main 
members of the space frame, all joints 
being brazed with nickel bronze. Stif- 
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feners are of jin-dia 16-gauge tubing; the 
design of this frame is evident in the 
accompanying drawing. Suspension for 
each of the four wheels is independent, 
by means of Porsche-type parallel trailing 
arms. The springing medium is the 
laminated torsion bar, of which there are 
two each for both front and rear systems. 
The bars are enclosed in transverse frame 
members, one bar common to each pair 
of suspension arms (upper and lower). 
These bars are anchored in the middle, 
so that the effective length of bar for 
each wheel is half its total length, the 
full bar length being 32in. This system 
would seem to impose limitations on 
spring rates, which would be reflected in

Veteran Pants, Now 


A PAIR of gentleman’s underpants 
received for review is mute evidence 
of the remarkable spread of veteran cars 
as a decorative motif. The makers are 
Lyle and Scott, 5, Plough Place, Fetter 
Lane, London, E.C.4; the material is 
white celanese, with the cars in colours; 
and the price is 10s 6d. Materials and 
construction are of good quality. 
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The bonnet moulding 
is hinged at the front; 
it incorporates the 
lamps and a part of 
the wheel arches. The 
engine _ installation 
here is the 100E Ford 
unit with Shorrock 
supercharger and 
Solex carburettor. The

range of wheel movement and comfort on 
the road. The wheel assemblies are 
attached to the trailing arms via bonded 
rubber bushes, and at the rear, splayed 
radius arms are fitted to resist torque 
effects during acceleration and braking. 
Each trailing arm is carried within its 
frame cross-member on two low-friction 
plastic bushes. Girling drum-type brakes 
are fitted at present, with Wellworthy Al- 
Fin bi-metal brake drums. In the very 
near future Ilin disc brakes, also by 
Girling, will replace the drums for the 
front wheels, 

Hitherto, wire-spoked wheels of the 
centre-lock type have been fitted to all 
T.V.R.s, but another forthcoming de- 
velopment will be the standardization of 
ventilated disc-type steel wheels, which 
will save about £35 in basic price. Wire 
wheels will then be retained as an 
optional extra. 


Glass-reinforced polyester resin is 
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used for all body mouldings, the main 
mouldings being the roof (inchuding 
screen pillars) and rear mudguards in 
one piece; the bonnet (which is quickly 
detachable by removing two hinge pins 
and disconnecting the lamp electrical 
connections); the scuttle, which is sup- 
ported between metal D-sections; two 
side panels, and the inner lining for the 
spare wheel and token boot. The body 
is stressed by being bonded to the frame, 
and the floor, also a plastic moulding, is 
likewise bonded to the frame and 
stressed. 

Seat cushions are in Dunlopillo foam 
rubber over rubber strapping, and the 
trim is in hide for the Climax-engined 
cars, in a plastic material for the cheaper 
versions. All models have speedometer, 
revolution indicator, ammeter, and 
gauges for water temperature, fuel and 
oil pressures. The Climax models have 
also an oil temperature gauge, and their 
main instruments are of 5in diameter, 
the speedometer being a chronometric 
type. At present, most bright metal 
work on the outside of the body is 
chrome plated, but the corner bumpers 
are of Birmabright light alloy, and other 
parts, such as the roof gutterings, soon 
will be of the same material. 

Until the T.V.R. Grantura can be sub- 
jected to a complete Road Test by The 
Autocar, no authentic erformance 
figures can be quoted but, for example, 
the makers claim a maximum of around 
100 m.p.h. for the Ford-engined car with 
Shorrock blower, together with an aver- 
age fuel consumption around 32-36 m.p.g. 

The T.V.R. is made by Layton Sports 
Cars, Ltd., of Hoo Hill Works, Bispham 
Road, Layton, Blackpool, Lancashire.

NY new model from Longbridge is of interest and 
importance internationally, none more so than the 
latest version of the Austin 14-litre Cambridge. 

Already this car is being shipped for delivery to many parts 
of the world, so that its designers and manufacturers carry 
a formidable responsibility. It is the least expensive—and 
therefore the most important—of a whole family of almost 
identical vehicles made by the B.M.C. combine, and its 
styling details suggest that it was the original Pinin Farina 
design from which the sister cars were adapted. 

Whatever personal opinions may be held about current 
Italianate styling, there is no doubt that it is thoroughly 
practical in allowing full advantage to be taken of given 
overall dimensions. Indeed, the A.55 Mark II takes a very 
worthwhile step back to earlier decades by providing really 
ample space for the heads and limbs of four full-sized 
people, as well as abundant window area for their travelling 
enjoyment; in addition, it has enclosed space in the tail for 
a vast store of luggage. 

Mechanically, the new Cambridge is little changed from 
its predecessor. Although 2in wider and nearly a foot 
longer than the 1958 car, it has an identical wheelbase and 
its front and rear tracks are only a fraction of an inch wider; 
fourteen-inch wheels replace the former 13in ones. Suspen- 
sion details, too, are little changed, while the chief modifi- 
cations to the engine are a new one-piece cast iron inlet 
and exhaust manifold, and the replacement of a Zenith by 
an S.U. carburettor. A slight boost in engine output, from 
51 to 53 gross b.h.p., as well as a proportional increase in 
the maximum torque figure, counteract an additional 7? cwt 
in all-up weight. Wider front brake drums provide greater 
stopping power to cope with this added weight, as well as 
giving improved resistance to fade. 

Around these mechanical components is a completely 
new all-steel unitary body shell, with which the chassis 
structure is integrated. The new construction gives every 
indication of structural rigidity, the test car—which admit- 
tedly had covered a mere 3,000 miles—being free from any 
of those significant creaks and rattles which indicate fiexi- 
bility. The fact that one of the rear doors repeatedly 
unlatched itself while the car was travelling at moderate 
speeds over rough ground, or sometimes fast over quite 
good surfaces, was attributed to a faulty door lock. 

On the test car the driver’s door had been hung in such 
a way that its trailing edge had to be lifted about 4in by 
the tapered guide on the lock every time it was shut, thereby 


Layout of instruments is neat and minor controls are mostly well 
arranged. Above the radio are the rich mixture control and two knobs 
for regulating heating ond ventilation. There is a deep shelf at either 
side of the radio speaker. A steering column gear change is optional

Zerotorque door lock. On those doors where assembly was 
correct, the new locks were indeed extremely easy to open 
and shut. Incidentally, a little catch on each door, which 
can be tripped only when the door is open, puts the interior 
release handle out of commission, an invaluable safeguard 
against restless children. Key locks are fitted to both front 
doors, but either of these can be locked without using the 
key by setting the inner handles to the locked position, 
then keeping the outer release button pushed in while 
shutting the door. 

Inside the car one is impressed immediately by the space, 
comfort and light, the seat trim and interior decor being 
in very good taste and particularly well finished for the 
class of car. Large windows all round add much to this 
sense of luxury and well-being, and from the driver’s view- 
point, the steep fall-away of the bonnet allows him a first- 
class outlook of particular value during foggy weather. 

Raised head lamp fairings on either side of the bonnet 
pressing give an excellent guide to length and width, so 
that even an inexperienced driver should have. no difficulty 
in gauging gaps he can squeeze the vehicle through. This 
applies also to the tail end of the car, where the apex of 
each fin is visible from the driving seat. This enables the 
driver to reverse with great accuracy and to place the tail 
really close to, for instance, a small garage’s end wall. 

Those who like to drive with the seat well back and arms 
outstretched—the best attitude for full control as well as 
safety—will find the steering wheel rather high relative to

their line of sight through the screen. The wheel could 
be dropped an inch or so without the rim move- 
ments of the legs. Otherwise, the layout of the main con- 
trols—gear lever and pedals—is criticism. The 
instruments, too, are just where they are needed, and many 
owners will prefer the Austin’s practical and neat painted 
steel facia to more elaborate furniture. 

With its new S.U. carburettor, the Austin showed no 
hesitation in starting from cold, and the rich-mixture control 
had to be pushed half-way home almost immediately to 
prevent the engine “hunting.” Within a short distance it 
would pull without flat spot or hesitation, and the water 
temperature gauge needle quickly attained its Normal indi- 
cation. The engine idling speed was very low, and it ticked 
over quietly and smoothly. This power unit has a very 
wide usable torque range, for in top gear it will trickle down 
to well under 10 m.p.h. and still pull away without rough- 
ness or hesitation, aided, in part, by a taut transmission 
and good low-speed carburation. At the other end of the 
scale, it provides a level road maximum, in still conditions, 
of practically 80 m.p.h., and corrected speeds appreciably 
over 80 where conditions of wind or gradient favour it. As 
indicated in the performance panel, the speedometer erred 
by only 1 m.p.h, throughout its range. 

The engine i#neither particularly quiet nor unobtrusive, 
so that one is never in any doubt that it has four cylinders, 
yet there are no vibration periods nor evidence of overstress 
if driven nearly flat out for long 

While there seems to be no particular crispness about 
the engine’s response to the throttle, the performance figures 
achieved reveal that in practice the A.55 is very commend- 
ably lively considering its bulk and carrying capacity. The 
ability to cover a standing quarter-mile in 22.5sec, and to 
reach 60 m.p.h. in only one second longer, would have 
been creditable for a small sports car a few years ago. 

During part of the test the car carried three people to 
the West Country, where it displayed a most useful ability 


Under the wide bonnet is an orderly installation for the four-cylinder, 
I} litre engine, and most items for routine maintenance are within easy 
reach. Electrical connectors of the latest snap-fit type are an innovation 
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even to accelerate quite briskly up many steepish hills 
in top gear. This is owed partly to its relatively low overall 
gearing, and there are times when an overdrive would be 
appreciated; this component was available on the previous 
model, but is not listed for the Mark II Cambridge. ; 

A good variety of motoring was included in the test 
mileage, from gentle, one-up travel at 30-40 m.p.h. for 93 
miles (33.8 m.p.g.) to three-up haste over a much longer 
distance (24.1 aes oes The 26-30 m.p.g. resulting from 
average seems reasonable enough for the size and 
suas of this car, although rather better figures were 
recorded with the last A.55 tested, in January of 1958. 
The latter car, however, was fitted with an overdrive. 
About a quart of oil was used in 1,000 miles. 

An admirable complement to the engine is the B.M.C. 
B-type four-speed gear box, which has very efficient syn- 
chromesh on the upper three ratios, and a really positive- 
action gear lever sprouting through the floor with which to 
operate it. Changing gear on the Austin, in fact, is by no 
means a bore, yet the tractability of the car allows one 
almost to ignore the gear lever if in indolent mood. The 
cluteh, too, is excellent. It requires a light pedal pressure, 
is smooth and quick to take a grip and allows the car to 
be started from rest in second gear as normal practice. 
Further aft, the hypoid rear axle was faintly audible on 
both drive and overdrive, an all-too-common shortcoming. 

It has been remarked that there were no engine vibration 
periods, yet it cannot be said that the Austin is free from 
resonance and vibrations from other sources. Had the car 
covered a considerable mileage, one might indeed have 
questioned the state of the wheel bearings while travelling 
over certain types of road surface, so evident was the rumble 
or “thrumming.” Rear passengers complained of high 

vibration of the floor at certain speeds, which 
was attributed to exhaust resonance. On the test car, 
incidentally, there was some exhaust leakage at the con- 
nection between silencer and tailpipe. 

It was noted that certain areas of the under-surface of 
this car had been treated with a thick sealing and sound- 
damping material, which has not been found on standard 
production versions in the dealers’ showrooms. In our view, 
a private owner would be wise to follow this lead and have 
his Austin so treated before taking delivery. 

In general, the road manners of this car are quite accept- 
able, but without inspiration. The steering is moderately 
geared, requiring only three turns of the wheel from lock 
to lock for a reasonable turning circle, yet is not heavy even 
on full lock. It was, however, somewhat disconcerting that 
this almost new car had some 2in of free movement of the 
wheel rim with the road wheels set straight ahead. This 
lost motion made the car directionally imprecise when 
driving fast in gusty side winds. On uneven surfaces, too, 
more concentration was needed to guide it than should have 
been the case. One soon became acclimatized to this steer- 
ing, however, and it jis certainly free from road shocks, as 
well as having good self centring action. It is just regrettable 
that this car should not steer so well as other well-known 
B.M.C. products. 

Great advances have been made in braking equipment 
for family cars during recent years, and the A.55 has an 
excellent system—powerful, light to operate, stable and pre- 
dictable; during acceleration and braking tests there was no 
deterioration in brake performance, and during hard driving 
on British roads they did not suffer fade. With one or 
two up, rear wheel | interfered with really hard 
braking. The hand-brake lever is placed conveniently to 
the right of the driver’s seat, and this brake proved fully able 
to hold the car on a one-in-three graiient, from which it 
made a very quick and easy re-start in first gear with a mini- 
mum of clutch slip. 

Suspension characteristics of the new A55 are practically 
identical with those of its predecessor. It gives a quite firm 
ride and is at its best when well laden. Many people, how- 
ever, prefer this to a soft suspension which might pro- 
mote car sickness, and over long journeys rear passengers 
expressed their satisfaction with the general standard of 
comfort. When rounding sharp corners at low speeds there 
is a fair amount of roll, yet at higher speeds this does not 
increase much—in fact, the Austin can be hurried round 
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large-radius main road swerves surpris- 
ingly fast. Naturally, its rather narrow 
wheel track relative to weight and bulk 
deprive it of any claim to sporting 
characteristics of handling. ‘While the 
Austin’s behaviour on a wet surface 
conforms with the average for this type 
of vehicle, it suffers less than many from 
rear axle skittishness when liberties are 
taken in the dry, and does not feel nose- ‘ 
heavy. reap 

Seating to a high standard of comfort ' 
is an Austin tradition, and the seats 
provided in the front of the A.55 main- 
tain this. These are individual, and 
adjustable fore-and-aft over a_ suffi- 
ciently wide range to please most shapes 
and sizes of driver; they are formed to 
give excellent support just where it is 
needed, and their backrests are curved 
to hold their occupants against side 
forces. Rear seat passengers lean on a 
common backrest which makes pro- 
nounced detours around the wheel 
arches, and thus tends to hold them towards the middle of 
the car—no discomfort inferred, except when it is desired 
to seat three abreast. The only armrests provided in the 
car are in the rear doors. This De Luxe version had leather 
facing for the seats, whereas the standard type is trimmed 
in synthetic material. 

There is no shortage of leg room, and the front seats 
are undercut to provide extra toe space for those in the 
back. Another De Luxe item is pile carpet fore and aft. 
Travelling impedimenta are stowed on a shelf between the 
back seat and rear window, on another shelf beneath the 
instrument panel, and in a smali locker in the facia. A single 
ashtray just behind the screen serves both front occupants; 
each rear seat traveller is also provided for. 

Other fittings include twin sun-visors—which should 
have flexible frames, a safety precaution now commonplace 
on the Continent. Apart from this, some thought has clearly 
been given to passenger safety, impact insulation being 
provided along the lip of the parcels shelf and the upper 
edge of the facia—the latter covered in matt black plastic 
material which prevents reflections in the screen. 

Adding much to passenger comfort is very effective heat- 
ing and ventilation equipment, which really does what is 
intended and, moreover, is easy to adjust for different con- 
ditions and requirements. There are two main controls, 
apart from a small toggle switch for the booster fan. This 
is rarely needed, but might with advantage be fitted with 
a rheostat switch. Rear passengers receive their share of 
heat, and complained of no draughts around doors. 

The customary hinged ventilating panels in the front 
door window frames were easier than most to open or shut, 
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A light and spacious interior for four—or five at a pinch. The seat cushions are well shaped in 
foam rubber, and the front seat squabs give good lateral support. On this De Luxe car, trim of 
the seats’ wearing surfaces is in leather and all the flooring is carpeted 


and effective without adding too much wind roar at high 
speeds. Direction signalling is by means of a finger-tip lever 
behind the steering-wheel. This has a small green light 
at its extremity, which is lit at half-intensity when the side 
lamps are switched on—a commendable provision. The 
lever’s self-cancelling mechanism often failed to operate. 

A two-position toggle switch controls parking and head 
lamps. The latter are well up to standard on both main 
and anti-dazzle filaments. All switches on the Austin are 
of especially high quality, but it takes time to learn their 
whereabouts in the dark. 

Between them, the twin screen wipers cover an admirable 
area, their pivot points and actions being asymmetrical to 
this end. At speed, the blade on the passenger’s side lifted 
clear of the screen. The rear view mirror could well be 
mounted on a longer stalk to increase its reflective range, 
without interfering appreciably with the driver’s forward . 
field of vision. Car radios in this country seem to have 
made little progress during the past decade or so, and the 
Smith Radiomobile fitted to the test car had a rather shrill 
tone. The strange angle-of-attack of the Austin’s speaker 
installation might have accounted partly for this. 

Easy for loading over the low-slung bumper pressing, 
the huge luggage compartment is illustrated on these pages. 
Between it and the rear seat is the fuel tank, and to replenish 
this the ignition key must be used to open its trap-door; in 
this country most owners would surely appreciate the option 
of leaving the fuel supply unlocked. Unless a spare key is 
used for the fuel tank lock, the key has to be removed from 
the ignition switch to open the tank, replaced in the switch 
to read the fuel level during filling, returned to the fuel

tank lock to shut it, and finally inserted once more in the 
ignition switch. 

When jacking the car with the instrument provided, which 
is inserted into a socket beneath either front door sill, the 
door on that side has to be left open to accommodate the 
arc of movement of the wheelbrace which operates it—an 
inconvenience to passengers during wet or cold weather. 

A starting handle is provided in the kit. As for chassis 
lubrication, eight steering joints require greasing every 
1,000 miles, as well as others on the rear spring shackles, 
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Driving seat in central position. Cushions uncompressed. 
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the propeller shaft universal joints, and the hand-brake 
cable. In addition, at the same mileage, the manufacturers 
recommend that the gear box, rear axle, steering box and 
the steering idler pivot be checked for oil levels; for some 
this will represent a fortnightly chore—or expense at a 
local garage. 

Here, then, is one of this country’s main offerings to 
export markets for the next few years, as well as bread- 
and-butter transport for many people in this country. 
Although it offers no inspired contributions to progress in 
mechanical concept, it will make many friends and serve 
them well. It appears to be typically strong and durable, 
has one of the most practical of body designs ever to leave 
the factory, and a performance to satisfy most needs.

Don’t Want ‘Em 


HERE has been a worry in trade 

journals about the growing short- 
age of trained mechanics, in conjunc- 
tion with the growth in the number 
of cars. I doubt whether this is really 
a worry for motorists, for cars are un- 
doubtedly growing to require less at- 
tention. Nothing big enough to be 
called a car nowadays requires a 
reconditioned engine every 20 to 30 


thousand miles, or greasing every 500 
The home-market motorist does bene- 
fit there from the stern demands of 
export markets, and I do not think 
that the main consideration of car 
popular design is still the two princi- 
ples of “it mustn’t last too long” and 
“jobs for the boys ”—meaning the 
agents. 

But servicing demands are, I think, 
still most unreasonable in many cases. 
The oil capacity of gear box and axle 
casings, and their reasonable loads and 
stressings, should at least be such that 
attention there should be annual. 
Chassis joints can be sealed quite 
simply, and there is no difficulty in 


blending stable greases. Corrosion- 
and burn-resistant plug and contact 
breaker points, stopping short of 


using valuable platinum, are an accom- 
plished fact. 

Why then may we not have service 
every 10,000 miles? I think there must 
be too many old-fashioned gentlemen 
in car design who are still thinking in 
terms of Daily Steps To Prepare The 
Carriage For An Excursion, and Steps 
To Take Before Putting Away The 
Carriage In The Motor House For 
The Night. (“The wicks should be 
snuffed and trimmed after each use of 
the lanterns ”).

S things are at present, the demands 
of greasing at quite frequent in- 
tervals, say 22 points every 1,000 miles, 
together with the attentions which the 
bodywork demands, result in the whole 
thing being so overwhelming that at 
the worst, all is neglected. At the best, 
all the piffling and too-frequent routine 
attentions that are called for push aside 
certain things that will always be 
needed at long intervals, but never 
seem urgent. I have been looking at 
some statistics concerning troubles 
which beset motorists on the road: - 


For Want of a Nail 


NALYSIS of breakdowns by the 
R.A.C. gives lighting and ignition 
faults first (ome in three failures); 
failures of the fuel system as second; 
punctures third; broken rear axle half- 
shafts fourth; and clutches fifth. 

In many years’ motoring with many 
different cars, I have very little experi- 
ence of an electrical part failing through 
being faulty, and suffering fracture. 
Neglected and corroded connections; 
contact points of various kinds that 
have become overgapped, dirty or 
pimpled; carbon brushes that, in thous- 
ands of miles, have just worn down to 
a mere wafer; batteries that have 
had their day and are unchargeable or 


self-discharging; dirty distributor caps; 
perished or absent damp-proofing caps 

the sorry catalogue runs on. I 
would say—judging by the breakdowns 
at which I have helped, especially 
neighbours’ failures to start cars—that 
90 per cent of electrical failures in old 
or new cars are caused by the diseases 
of neglected maintenance. 

The same is true of fuel systems, with 
everything growing dirty and sludged. 
How often does a petrol tank crack, a 
pipe break, or a fuel pump or carburet- 
tor break-up?

UNCTURES are not a serious mis- 

hap, if the spare wheel and the 
tools are all right; I don’t regard them 
as a breakdown or seek professional 
assistance. Broken half-shafts may be 
caused by overloading or rough ground, 
but in cars as opposed to lorries, I think 
they are usually the fatigue of over-age. 
Harsh and violent driving does not 
directly break, but may fatigue. 

As to clutches, they have tough fric- 
tion material with little to do, riding in 
stationary contact with the flywheel 
most of the time, supported by strong 
and simple springs. Failure is very 
rare, until they are so worn they start 
to slip while at work, and thus burn 
themselves out. They may also be 
soaked with oil from worn engines. 

But I think today’s drivers are taking 
advantage of the simplicity and tough- 
ness of clutches, to abuse them with 
far too much slip in starting.

WESTMINSTER COMMENTARY 


Budget Thoughts. Claims that the in- 
dustry suffers in both efficiency and export 
capability, as a result of purchase tax, are 
strengthened this year by the reality of 
the European Common Market in opera- 
tion. Mr. Heathcoat Amory, the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, has now entered 
(with his experts) the period of Budget 
preparations, and Budget Day is likely 
to be 7 April. The pros and cons of 
indirect taxation relief are being eagerly 
discussed at Westminster, and being 
matched against the attractions of the 
direct approach in the shape of a shilling 
off income tax. 

The great drawback of reducing motor 
taxation—both the fuel tax and purchase 
tax—is that both are large revenue raisers. 
The Chancellor is under strong pressure 
to lower the cost of living by reducing the 
tax on diesel oi] and petrol for public 
service vehicles, and if he were to take 
that course it would rule out any general 
concession on petrol, and he might even 
be tempted to recoup himself at the ex- 
pense of the private motorist. No Chan- 
cellor as yet, however, has looked on this 
scheme with any favour because of its 
black market potentiality, and because of 
the increasing size and voting power of 
the army of British motorists whom it 
would offend. 


Remissions in purchase tax to strengthen 
exports must appeal to any Chancellor, 
but it is known that the Treasury is not 
convinced that the industry is as greatly 
handicapped as it claims. 

One thing is certain: if the next Budget 
is to be the last to be made by the present 
Government, then we may surely hope 
for a more constructive and rewarding 
policy than last year’s dismal effort. 
Tyne Tunnel. Mr. Watkinson has now 
reached agreement with the Tyne Tunnel 
joint committee on the broad principles 
of financing the project. Some detail 
points remain to be finalized before a 
starting date can be fixed. 

Looking Ahead. Following the example 
of London, local authorities in the major 
industrial areas are—at the request of 
the Minister—to study their highway 
needs over the next 20 years. 

Western Avenue. Priority work is now 
going ahead on the scheme to provide a 
second carriageway on the dangerously 
narrow Denham section of Western 
Avenue, London. The scheme has been 
given high priority. 

Advanced Driving. Mr. Watkinson has 
taken the sensible course of appointing 
a senior officer of his department to the 
Council of the Institute of Advanced 
Motorists.

T five minutes to three, Continental 
time, this (Tuesday) morning, a 
travel-stained Hillman Minx bear- 

ing a Coventry registration number came 
quietly to a halt at a service station on the 
outskirts of Brussels. The little group of 
people who were there in the cold air of 
the night were taken momentarily by sur- 
prise, but quickly started cheering. The 
arrival of the car 25 minutes before it had 
been expected meant the successful end 
of 2 challenge which Belgian people in the 
know had felt sur2 was doomed to failure. 

About six months ago someone had said 
in Brussels that British-built cars could 
not stand up to Continental roads as long 
as those of other countries. Norman 
Garrad, competitions manager of the 


Rootes Group, came to hear of this, and 
it was decided to drive 25,000 kilometres 
(15,500 miles) at an average speed of not 
less than 40 m.p.h, over selected bad road 
surfaces near Brussels. The circuit con- 
sisted of 111 miles of some of the worst 
pavé roads still in existence in Belgium. 

There were, inevitably, a few stretches 
of tarmac, but these were very short and, 
in the main, the road consisted of narrow 
pavé paths which twisted through the 
Flemish countryside like a demented 
snake; in England the equivalent would 
have been marked with a “ Danger, un- 
suitable for motors” sign. Norman 
Garrad had chosen a completely feminine 
crew: top-flight rally drivers Nancy 
Mitchell, Sheila Van Damm, Pat Ozanne, 
Francoise Clarke and Mary Handley Page 
shared the driving in shifts. 

The run was observed by the R.A.C. of

Belgium, and the car carried an official 
navigator, one of whose jobs was to time 
stops ut level crossings and the like; these 
tumes only were corrected for the purpose 
of calculating the average speed. The first 
lap commenced on Tuesday, 10 February, 
and the car was driven continuously day 
and night, except for routine servicing 
halts and some delays caused at the be 
ginning by dense fog. There was very 
little non-standard equipment on the car. 
A Halda Speed Pilot meter, two large 
Lucas fog lamps, a pair of loud-tone horns 
and two external bonnet catches were all 
that marked the car as being different 
from the production version, 

At first the weather conditions were 
atrocious—fog was very bad and the pave, 
appalling in any weather, became ice 
bound, so that Dunlop steel-studded tyres 
had to be fitted to overcome this trouble 
There were delays caused by rush-hour 
traffic in Brussels and Malines, and a vil 
lage fete which entailed temporary diver 
sions. Again, there were the inevitable 
large lorries and horse-drawn carts in the 
middle of the lanes. One level crossing 
gate in the wilds was closed every week 
end, so the drivers had to wake up the 
gate keeper, who came out in his dressing 
gown to let them through—and he him 
self claimed to enjoy every minute of it! 

For lap after lap, the Hillman scuttled 
over the cobbles; from behind the sus 
pension could be seen working overtime 
and on the worst stretches the car 
appeared to leap from one cobblestone to 
another. To the amazement of the locals, 
the car finished its journey. Engine oil 
changes were made every 1,250 miles and 
samples were analysed periodically. Not 
surprisingly, the spring dampers had to 
be replaced at 12,000 miles, and the short 
rebound spring leaves were broken on 
one occasion. The speedometer cable had 
to be renewed not long after starting the 
run, and the rubber bushes on the rear 
damper links became worn. Curiously 
enough, the fog affected the windscreen 
wiper blades and new ones had to be 
fitted. One head lamp bulb was replaced 

Apart from this nothing else was done 
mechanically on the car throughout the 
run and when it finished, the only sign 
of its ordeal was a blowing exhaust joint 
Great credit is due to the drivers; the tar 
get had been reached with an average 
speed of just over 41 m.p.h. and a fuel 


consumption of approximately 27 m.p.g.

ROM time to time in this column 
I have referred to the design of 
the small cheap family saloon, and 
expounded the theory that there does not 
appear to be a big future for cars with 
engines of less than 600 c.c. capacity. 
There is some recent confirmation of this 
view from figures published in Germany, 
for there has been a decrease of 12 per 
cent in the number of new cars regis- 
tered during the past year having engine 
capacities of 500 c.c. or less. 

As these words are written, we have 
undergoing road test an NSU Prinz 600 
of German manufacture, and it is a very 
well planned vehicle, although at the 
moment it suffers from excessive trans- 
mission noise. The same manufacturer 
produces a higher performance two-seater 
coupé version of this car, and I think 
there is a considerable field for such a 
specification among the younger genera- 
tion of new motorists. They find two

The choice 
of power unit cannot be separated from 
the economy vehicle, and my view is that 
the four-stroke unit will eventually reign 
supreme even in these cheaper vehicles. 

Recently I have been taken to task by 
one reader from America for condemning 
the two-stroke, and I have been sup- 
ported equally vehemently by another 
Therefore I was all the more interested 
to read two papers read recently before 
the Automobile Division of the Institute 
of Mechanical Engineers on the problems 


encountered in the lubrication of small 
two-stroke engines. 
It is common knowledge that these 


units are very prone to whiskering of the 
sparking plug, build-up of ports, and 


Graphic story of the improvements made with the NSU Prinz engine. An interesting feature common 
to many engines is that although power can be increased at the top end, this involves, in the 
lower speed ranges, some sacrifice in flexibility 
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corrosion of main and connecting rod 
bearings. These latter failures are par- 
ticularly severe when after short journeys 
the engine stands with low crankcase 
temperatures. Many of these problems 
can be overcome with special two-stroke 
oil additives, but much care is needed in 
mixing these lubricants with the fuel. 
Whereas this can be controlled under 
laboratory conditions, it is not so easy 


in normal road operation unless pre- 
mixed fuels are used. 
One other disadvantage of the two- 


stroke engine is that if the simple trans- 
fer port type is used, it has very limited 
inherent development for increases of 
power. The most important side of a 
two-stroke engine for raising efficiency is 
the exhaust system, but the improve- 
ments which can be achieved occur only 
over a very limited speed range. ; 

The four-stroke engine has a great deal 
more latent capacity for development, 
and the attached diagram showing the 
power increases achieved with the NSU 
air-cooled vertical twin overhead cam- 
shaft four-stroke engine is typical of 
what can be achieved with many similar 
production engines. 

In Germany there is an_ artificial 
limitation on engine power related to the 
cost of insurance, in the same way that 
the old R.A.C. rating stifled development 
in this country to a large extent. In other 
words, below 20 b.h.p. there is a cheap 
rate of insurance, and the manufacturers 
of the miniature cars aim to keep below 
this figure, which is done in the case of 
the standard Prinz saloon. This is 
ichieved simply by restricting the engine 
breathing capacity, and a power of 26 
b.h.p. can easily be obtained by improv- 
ing the induction side. Steps to achieve 
this include polishing the ports, fitting a 
larger capacity air filter, and an improved 
silencer with less back pressure. 

The 30 b.h.p. of the Sports Prinz engine 
is obtained by raising the compression 
ratio from 7.2 to 7.5, increasing the car- 
burettor size, enlarging the inlet valves and 
ports, and improving induction ram. By 
further raising the compression ratio to 

to 1 and improving the breathing 
characteristics with increased valve over- 
lap and lift, in conjunction with the earlier 
improvements, the power can be increased 
by 75 per cent over the standard model. 

Naturally, the engine was designed from 
the outset with the necessary thermal and 
mechanical reserves to cope with these in- 
creases in power. With the modern high 
cost of tooling it is essential that any new 
design has such reserves for at least @ 
decade of development. H. M. 
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IMPORTS 


HREE or four years ago the official 
attitude of our National Automobile 
Dealers’ Association toward im- 

ported cars was one of quiet tolerance of 
a necessary nuisance. That was three or 
four years ago; now the N.A.D.A. has 
announced the results of an extensive poll 
to determine what kind of people buy 
imported cars. Obvious implication: 
The present and potential imported car 
market in this country has reached pro- 
portions that warrant the attention of a 
good segment of our established auto re- 
tail dealers. We can expect to see a lot 
more dealers handling both Detroit models 
and imports under one roof—and this, of 
course, can mean an expanding market 
penetration for the imports. ‘ 

More interesting, still, were some of 
the results of the poll (taken among 
10,000 people who had bought imported 
cars in the last three years. and limited 
to cars selling for $1,900 or less). One 
commonly held opinion that was blasted 
was that the small imports were being 
purchased primarily as a second car for 
two-car families—57 per cent reported 
that the imported model was the only car 
in the hcusehold, Furthermore, of the 
remainder who purchased their small im- 
port as a second car, 48 per cent already 
owned a low-priced domestic model. 

Many auto observers have believed that 
most of the small imports were being 
bought by the more well-to-do people 
who owned medium- and _ high-priced 
domestic cars, and were being used strictly 
as a second car. The new findings indi- 
cate that mostly middle-income people 
are buying the cars—and a big portion of 
them are completely forsaking _ their 
“ Detroit iron” to get the benefits of more 
economical family transportation. This 
was further borne out by the finding that 
the average income of families purchasing 
low-priced imports over here is slightly 
less than that of families buying domestic 
makes. 

Reasons for buying? Checked first in 
95 per cent of the returns was fuel 
economy. I am not sure that my British 
readers fully realize just how much gas 
our American sedans are using these days. 
The economy 6-cylinder jobs haven’t 
fallen more than | or 2 m.p.g. in the last 
six or eight years . . . but those huge pis- 
ton displacements and port passages have 
clobbered the fuel economy of the vee-8s 
—if you can exceed a year-round mileage 
of 13 m.p.g. (Imperial) in town and 17 
m.p.g. on the highway, you are doing 
well. Couple this with the fast-increas- 
ing cost of gasoline (partly taxes), and you 
have a lot of American motorists fed up 
with the cents-per-mile cost of feeding 
their high-performance cars. The small 
imports are the answer; tied for second 
place as reasons for buying were lower 
first cost and ease of parking. A close 
third was ease of handling in city traffic. 
Farther down the list were lower repair 
costs, better workmanship, less deprecia- 
tion and so on.

EXHAUST 


That is the story in a nutshell. Appar- 
ently it’s “the man in the street” who is 
buying the low-priced imports, not the 
middle- and high-income people. Most 
buyers use the import as their only family 
transportation; they buy it primarily to 
save money, but compactness and easy 
manceuvrability are also important sales 
factors. 

One very important question was not 
answered by the poll: Observers have 
generally believed that the glamour and 
““snob appeal” of imported products have 
been important factors in the sales of most 
foreign cars over here, in all price classes. 
Note that this was not listed as a signifi- 
cant reason for buying in the N.A.D.A. 
poll. Either this is not a factor—or the 
owners answering the poll would not ad- 
mit it as a reason for buying. 

How do we interpret the results? If 
low cost, compactness and manceuvrability 
are what the people want, Detroit can 
give it to them—maybe in better measure 
than the overseas manufacturers. If snob 
appeal has been an important factor in 
the surge of the imports Detroit could fall 
flat on its face in the next few months. 
Only time will teil.

OOR Detroit! The auto campanies get 

blasted from every direction, blamed 
for everything from the price of beef to 
the size of old-age pensions. The latest 
barrage comes from Los Angeles City 
officials, blaming the auto makers for the 
“smog” problem in that area and 
demanding that exhaust filters be put on 
cars immediately to stop it. Verbal 
brickbats have been flying back and forth 
for weeks . . . but at this point the solu- 
tion to the smog problem through car 
exhaust attachments does not seem to be 
any closer than five years ago, despite the 
expenditure of some $4.5 million by 
Detroit on 1esearch in that period, 

Los Angeles is Jocated in a very unfor- 
tunate spot—one smog researcher says 
there are only five places in the world 
where the strange weather conditions exist 
that develop smog—and four of these 
are uninhabited! [What about London? 
—Ep.|] Los Angeles is located in a deep 
basin, surrounded on three sides by 
mountains and on the other by the Pacific 
Ocean. The average wind velocity off the 
ocean 1s Only 2-5 m.p.h. (compared with 
10-15 m.p.h. in most U.S. cities), Result 
is 2 weird “inversion layer” of air about 
1,500 10 3,500ft above the ground, where 
the temperature and pressure increase as 
you go up. This forms literally a blanket 
over the city, effectively preventing smoke 
and impurities from dissipating in the 
upper atmosphere. These impurities show 
up as a sort of smoke and fog near ground 
level that cause eye irritation, reduced 
visibility and possibly some permanent 
crop and health damage. Real bad con- 
ditions come maybe two or three days 
a month, between noon and sundown. 








BLAMED 
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Detroit Notebook

FOR SMOG 


Some progress has been made. Volun- 
tary programmes by industrial companies 
in the area to control their airborne im 
purities, plus a city ban on_ backyard 
incinerators, has removed more than half 
of the impurities going into the air over 
L.A. in the last few years. It is estimated 
that 60 to 75 per cent of the remaining 
impurities are caused by the exhaust gases 
of the 2.8 million cars in the L.A, area 
(which, incidentally, has more cars per 
capita than any city in the world). 

An attachment for an automotive 
exhaust line that will oxidize even 75 pe 
cent of the hydrocarbons is no simple 
problem. Cost, weight, bulk, noise, and 
back-pressure are all critical problems. 
The usual general method is to pass the 
exhaust gas across a catalyst, either in 
normal temperature or a heated atmo- 
sphere. Ford has developed a low- 
temperature converter, using vanadium 
pentoxide as the catalyst, which can 
remove 60-73 per cent of the exhaust 
hydrocarbons with a catalyst life of 10,000 
miles. ‘This is reasonably light and com- 
pact, but would cost about $150 to put 
on cars. 

G.M. are working on another high 
temperature catalytic converter that uses 
(apparently) a rudimentary exhaust jet 
venturi to induct auxiliary air for oxida- 
tion. This one gets 90 per cent of the 
hydrocarbons out of the exhaust, and 
12,000 miles out of 25 Ib of catalyst. But 
the whole thing is some 40in long, 8in 
high, and weighs 95 lb. Gas mileage is 
reduced sharply, noise level is quite high, 
and the cost would be considerable. An 
auto-accessory company also describes a 
non-catalytic converter that runs at 1,500 
deg F. and requires an engine-driven 
compressor for auxiliary combustion air. 

This is why Detroit engineers are not 
too optimistic about the chances of con 
trolling the smog problem through car 
exhaust filtering. Detroit is more afraid 
of general public opinion that has been 
disconcertingly belligerent and unpredict- 
able these last couple of years. If a few 
anti-big-business politicians and labour 
leaders were to whip up public opinion 
P well. who knows what restrictive 
legislation could show up almost over- 
night? Detroit is not the swaggering 
giant of 1952 any more; it’s a dazed, 
beat-up giant, looking for a place to hide 
and clear its head,

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hlow Driving 1S GOOD, SAFE DRIVING 


T has long been an axiom of motoring 

that the good driver. is the smooth 

driver. His experience and _intelli- 
gent anticipation of road and traffic con- 
ditions ensure that emergency braking is, 
for him, a very rare occurrence; equally, 
he seldom needs to use the full accelera- 
tion of which his car 1s capable—and he is 
very safe. 

His passengers enjoy their journeys with 
him, his engine runs more smoothly and 
lasts longer, he uses less petrol, and he 
spares the transmission from shock loads 
which will reduce its efficiency and 
shorten its life. And he gets pleasure 
himself from doing a precision job skil- 
fully, with “flow” in his driving. The 
following illustrates the difference between 
the smooth driver and his counterpart. 

* * * 

For a couple of years, a short 20-mile 
journey had to be made daily by two men 
who took it in turns to drive. One was 
a driver with many years of experience, 
the other a rather dull novice, who 
thought he had mastered it all, and whom 
we shall call George. The trip included 
getting in or out of a large town and 
passing through a small one about half 
way along the route, 

It was found that George took an 
average of 38 minutes for the trip, during 
which he applied his brakes quite hard 
an average of 24 times per trip. He never 
took less than 33 minutes for the run and 
this journey was a hair-raising experience 

His friend did the trip at the same 
hours in an average of 33 minutes, and 
once in 28 minutes, without ever hurrying 
unduly. His noticeable applications of 
the brakes seldom exceeded five. Both 
drivers ran the car at its “happy” cruis- 
ing speed. Another person, who fre- 

uently travelled as a passenger, nearly 
always dozed off when the faster driver 
was at the wheel, but never when George 
was in charge. 


Comparison of Technique 


The explanation for these differences 
is to be found in the processes of thought 
and experience, and an examination of 
the two techniques is enlightening. Let 
us analyse the way George drove: 

1. He would set off with a considerable 
flourish, revving up his engine and 
abruptly letting in the clutch. The car 
swept off with an unposing roar. 

gain: one or two small boys aghast with 

admiration. 

losses: unnecessary strain on every section 

and coupling of the transmission and 
unnecessary clutch wear. 

2. He would then cruise along, leaning 
well over the wheel and turning it 
slightly from side to side, presumably to 
show his mastery and general alertness 

loss: unnecessary wear of steering gear and 

tyres—why not keep them straight? 

3. He would catch up on traffic ahead 
and, seeing oncoming cars in the distance, 
would increase his speed, hoping to find 
he had enough room to pass, until he 
discovered at the last moment that he 
only had just enough space in which to 
slow down by braking hard and to tuck 
himself in just behind the lorries in front 
of him, where he would necessarily adopt 
their speed. George was well satisfied 
with his clever judgment of that space. 


and felt that he had shown he was getting 
along as quickly as possible 

losses: unnecessary use of brakes due to 

bad judgment, followed by a complete 
lack of any view of the oncoming traffic, 
because he had got much too close to 
the lorry in front of him 
He would then have to draw out, to see 
whether he could overtake the lorry and, 
if so, he would have to accelerate from 
the same speed as the lorry, and thus 
take quite a time in passing it. He was 
also so near it that he had to watch 
very carefully in case the lorry suddenly 
slowed down 

Supposing George had had the ability 
to gauge the speeds of the traffic and the 
relative distances of the vehicles, he would 
have realized at once that he did not have 
sufficient time to pass the lorry before 
the oncoming car arrived and would, 
therefore, have slowed down slightly in 
such a way as 

a) not to catch up the lorry (and so 
block his own view) until after it had 
passed the oncoming car, 

b) to pass the oncoming car himself just 
after it had passed the lorry, 

(c) to be accelerating strongly when he 
met the oncoming car and so catch up and 
overtake the lorry ahead of him at a good 
speed and in a minimum of time, 

d) to ensure, by holding back at some 
distance from the lorry, that his own view 
of the road would be enough to enable him 
to make doubly certain that the oncoming 

ir wus not itself being followed by another 
vehicle which might obstruct him in its 
turn 

So, if his judgment had been good, and 
by using the above tactics, he would have 

(i) had a clear view all the time of what 
was happening ahead of him, 

(in) not needed any use of the brakes, 

(iii) slipped past the lorry in a minimum 
of time and while already at a fair speed, 

(iv) saved several seconds in the process 
Had his judgment still been a little at 

fault, he would still have had, thanks to 
(i), plenty of room in which to slow down 
behind the lorry, after his mistake had 
become evident, 

4. Proceeding on his way, George would 
follow his faulty tactics several times dur- 
ing each journey, and so lose much time 
and wear away a lot of the car’s brake- 
linings in the process, Finally reaching 
his destination, after several anxious 
moments for himself, his passengers and 
the other road users, George would main- 
tain his cruising speed right up to the 
very last moment that his vast experience 
of the car’s braking powers would permit, 
when he would stand on them hard and 
stop with a flourish opposite, or some 
way past, the door of his destination. 

loss: a layer of brake-linings and tyres. 

George, of course, knew nothing about 
mechanics and the results of his technique, 
as seen from the mechanical angle, never 
worried him one iota. But the car suf- 
fered nonetheless. Very little common 
sense thought would have been needed 
for bim to realize what terrific stress 
there must be (and resistance to this force) 
when an axle of, say, 14 in diameter (jin 
radius, therefore) has to turn wheels of 
some 25in diameter (124in radius). Such 
strains occur throughout the car, both 
on acceleration and on slowing down, and 
the more abrupt these changes are, the 
greater the strain. 

George also failed to appreciate another 
very simple fact, namely, that the more 


often and the more harshly he applied the 
brakes, the sooner they would be worn 
out and be less efficient. There might 
have come a moment when he really did 
need all the car’s efficient braking power 
and, having abused the use of the brakes 
beforehand, they would perhaps let him 
down at the one crucial moment. 

In relying so constantly on the brakes, 
George also failed to appreciate the great 
value of the engine as a brake, particularly 
when a lower gear is engaged. The main 
reason for his reluctance in using his en- 
gine as a brake, and this applies to many 
drivers, is that he never really mastered 
the art of changing down, although this 
is made so easy now. 


Value of Changing Down 


Changing down and using the engine as 
brake has a number of advantages: 

1) reducing normal braking to a mini 
mum, 

b) providing greater control of the car, 

giving better control when cornering, 

d) quicker acceleration past any tralfic 
to be overtaken, since one is already in 
the correct gear for it, 

e) safer than using the brakes on slip- 
pery roads, although in this case care must 
be taken not to indulge in violent accelera- 
tion in the lower gear on slippery roads, 

f) assisting and increasing braking in 
an emergency 
This changing down ought to be mas- 
tered as soon as possible by all who drive, 
and looked upon as one of the most im- 
portant safety factors. The main point 
which should be fully grasped is that the 
speeds of the two halve: of the clutch 
should be almost the same when engaging 
the clutch. [!f this is not the case, snatch 
occurs when the clutch is let in, and the 
strains previously referred to are caused 
once again. It is seldom realized that 
it is possible for an expert to change gear 
on his car without using the clutch, It is 
all a question of timing, to some extent 
working by ear. 

There have been instances of the link 
between the clutch pedal and the clutch 
lever breaking. In such cases, a standing 
start can be made in Ist or 2nd gear 
with the help of a few kind pushers, the 
engine can then be started and the gears 
changed progressively without using the 
clutch, provided the ear is attuned to the 
various engine speeds. There is a moment 
during each gear change when the gear 
pinions are revolving at speeds which are 
so similar that the lever can be slipped 
across without any difficulty or snatch. 
However, this should not be attempted by 
the novice, as he might easily damage the 
gear box if his timing is at fault.

NO CLEAN SHEETS 


LL forty-eight starters in the Hors- 
man-Monte Rally held last Satur- 
day-Sunday night failed to com- 

plete the 250-mile course without losing 
marks and, of these, 17 did not reach the 
finish at all. Penalized by only 20 marks 
—two-fifths of the runner-up’s “ score ”— 
M. Sutcliffe and G. P. Crabtree won the 
event deservedly in their Minor 1000 
followed by K. C. Walker (TR3) and 
S. E. Mather (Riley 1.5). 

The event followed on the success of 
the first Horsman last year, and of the 
winner’s showing in the Monte Carlo 
Rally. The connection between these two 
events is that the winner of the Horsman 
is lent a car for the famous international 
event, and £100 in cash for entry fees and 
like expenses, provided, of course, that his 
entry to the Monte is accepted. 

What qualification, one might ask, is 
victory in a nine-hour drive for one of 
the toughest of international marathons? 
As it proved last weekend, several of the

most successful competitors were fully up 
to the standard required in more formid- 
able conditions, and they needed to be on 
this dash from and back to Queensferry 
on the Dee via the narrow, tortuous tracks 
of the Welsh mountains and valleys. 

Route cards were issued well in advance 
and, while practising was forbidden, navi- 
gators had time to mark up the route at 
leisure. At 10 p.m. on the Saturday night 
the dice was on: a speed event it cer- 
tainly was, even though the narrowness of 
the route alone frequently precluded over- 
taking and, therefore, racing. As rally 
drivers know, the middle of the night in 
the Welsh heights is a good time and place 
for this type of sport, inconvenience and 
danger to the public being virtually non- 
existent, except in certain areas which 
were marked on the route card. 

There were two tests in fairly quick 
succession on the southern tip of the 
Clwydian Range, lying nearer Ruthin than 
Llangollen. As it turned out, these were

not needed in adjudging the winner, but 
they tuned the entry up, and several very 
good performances were made. The first 
was a straightforward timed descent, the 
second a straight approach to a chicane 
placed on the already narrow road, and 
followed by a vicious turn to the right. 

By the half-way stage most of the re- 
tirements had taken place. G. E. Kirwan 
(Magnette) took his eyes off the route for 
too long and hit a wall with the tail; he, 
however, became a finisher. Not so lucky 
were R, E. Hall (Austin-Healey Hundred), 
who ran a big end, A. H. Hill (A.35) with 
gear box failure, D. Seigle-Morris, TR3, 
who left the road, and A. Lanfranchi, 
whose beautiful Mille Miglia Frazer-Nash 
went straight on into a hedge. J. D. Wood 
and D. A. Wilkinson were lucky when 
their TR3 rolled; this unusual occurrence 
left the car on its side across the road. 

On the lighter side, the tuned-up Minor 
1000 of R. Peters, which was driven very 
quickly indeed throughout the _ night, 
found itself half-way into a pond; so did 
the navigator in lifting it out. The Ford 
Anglia of J. C. Worswick turned on to 
a railway line in fog not far from Minera, 
but got back on the route; at least there 
was no fear of any night express coming. 

But of all the competitors the most un- 
lucky was P. R. Proctor (Rapier). Up to 
the ominously numbered control 13 he 
was on the short list of clean sheets, but 
then a piece of rock on the road was 
thrown up, damaging the fan which, in 
turn, put paid to the radiator. 

Between the site of the first test and 
Llangollen the crews, thoroughly tired by 
this time, found the mountainous going 
at its worst, and the “scoring” rate went 
up appreciably. That the winner lost but 
20 marks was a fine achievement, especi- 
ally bearing in mind that nine cars had 
total penalties in four figures, and one 
managed to lose 2,607. 

After signing off at Queensferry, com- 
petitors were routed north-west up the 
Wirral, to relax at last over breakfast be- 
side the Dee estuary. The organization 
and compilation of results was a credit to 
E, Lambert, secretary of the meeting and 
sponsor of the Monte Carlo prize.

Arguments in Opposition. From experience, the driver who 
uses his head lights in built-up areas falls into two categories. 
First, he is a very unsure driver, and feel; that the head lights 
afford him some protection to offset his slow reactions to an 
emergency; secondly, he is a reckless fast driver, and he feels 
that it saves him those precious seconds in slowing down for 
road junctions and hazards. 

In either case he is a menace to other road users, especially 
when the roads are wet and cause a reflectory dazzle to on- 
coming traffic. Also the driver in front has to suffer the incon- 
venience of driving-mirror dazzle. If he turns into a left turning, 
he momentarily blinds the driver of the car coming out of the 
turning; if he turns mght and cannot temporarily cross the 
oncoming traffic, each car that passes him has to go through his 
beams. Also lights do reflect from shop windows, which can 
cause confusion. 

Altogether it is a bad practice and has much more against 
it than for it but there is one advantage—it gives you warning 
that a poor driver is around—so watch him. However, in some 
areas street lighting is totally inadequate off the main roads, and 
the driver is justified in using dipped lights for his own safety.

Use in Continental Cities. I am in full agreement with the 
excellent points contained in Mr. Bryan Cox’s letter (20 
February) with regard to the use of dipped head lights in built- 
up areas. Having recently returned from an extensive Conti- 
nental tour by car I was struck, upon my return to this country, 
how badly lighted most of the streets in our towns and cities 
are, London being one of the worst offenders in this respect 
I found that dipped head lamps are extensively used off main 
thoroughfares in both Paris and Rome, and I would imagine 
the same goes for other European cities. 

In addition, side lights on many of our English cars are quite 
inadequate, not only in hazy conditions but at a distance under 
some types of street illumination. Lest it be said that as a 
result of this observation that I should wear glasses, I would 
counter that as a pilot (aircraft, not ships) my eyesight is Al! 
I find the Continental habit of incorporating an extra bulb within 
the sealed beam unit is an excellent practice, making side lights 
unnecessary and illuminating a larger glass area, which tends 
to greater visibility for pedestrian and fellow motorist alike. 

In passing I would commend the habit of “flicking” the 
head lights at uncontrolled crossings, which habit is also well 
used by night in the “silent zones” in Continental cities.

Accident Free, But... From Viscount Curzon 


Some Heart-Stopping Seconds. I have read with interest the 
letter of V. Seymour Swift (13 February). He appears to think 
that to drive a minimum of ten years without an accident is a 
good indication of driving ability. I cannot subscribe to this 
viewpoint. All too ofter on our overcrowded roads, motorists 
can be seen choosing the worst possible moment and place to 
pass another vehicle, bearing in mind the speed, acceleration, 
braking power and road-holding of the vehicle they are driving 
Those whom it has been my misfortune to watch on these 
manoeuvres have invariably got away with it by the skin of 
their teeth; presumably they congratulate themselves on a smart 
bit of driving and if they carry on like this for ten years without 
hitting, I take it they can qualify to join the company of 
Veteran Motorists. 
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I have never been the slightest bit impressed by the motorist 
or the counsel for the defence who tells me he or his client has 
driven ten or twenty years without an accident. In the pride 
of the moment it is quite possible that he has forgotten the 
number of heart-stopping seconds he has caused other people, 
including his passengers. Driving a motor car in England today 
is a very dodgy business, and with respect to the company of 
Veteran Motorists, to have avoided an accident over a period of 
ten years is as much a matter of tuck as anythiag else and has 
nothing whatsoever to do with driving ability. The organisation 
called the Institute of Advanced Motorists or any similar 
organisation which sets out to teach through a driving test has 
indeed the right idea, and I suggest that in order to prove their 
driving ability, members of the Company of Veteran Motorists 
have a shot at passing this test.

Austin A.35 Problem 

Request for suggestions. I have a 1957 Austin A.35 whicn 
has a tendency to wander off to the right. Whilst the tendency is 
present at all times, it is more pronounced under acceleration and 
at low speeds. At speeds over 45 m.p.h. it gradually decreases. 
Braking has little or no effect, one way or the other. The pre- 
sence of a passenger lessens the tendency slightly, but it is still 
present. The steering effort required is greater when turning to 
the left than when turning to the right—this is true at all speeds 
and in all conditions. 

The local agents of the makers checked the whole steering 
geometry, track and the like and could find nothing to account 
for the trouble, although they admitted that the car certainly 
does possess the tendency I have described. 

Brakes are not binding, tyre pressures are kept at the makers’ 
recommendation, steering points are all properly lubricated, 
shock. absorbers in order and wheel bearings free. The pos- 
sibility of a soft front spring on the offside was dismissed by the 
local agents as out of the question. 

The car is now over eighteen months old and has covered 
13,000 miles; the tendency has been present throughout that 
time irrespective of brakes, steering or other adjustment. Has 
any reader solved a similar problem?

IMPROVED CHROMIUM PLATING 


New Process Available to All. Your editorial of 13 February 
expresses the view that present-day chromium plating is in- 
adequate for its purpose, and suggests that the plating on luxury 
cars lasts for many years, whereas the run-of-the-mill motor cars 
are plated to a much lower standard. This is not in accordance 
with the facts because, by and large, the quality of plating on 
motor car parts, so far as durability is concerned, is substantially 
the same whichever vehicle the articles are fitted to. Nowadays 
most of the plating on automobile parts is carried out to a 





British Standards specification, and the apparent superiority in the 
case of luxury cars is most likely due to greater care and the 
renewal of items which have lost their pristine gloss. 

It is worth noting that stainless steel and aluminium do not 
solve all the formidable problems of providing durable bright 
fittings on motor car exteriors. The difficulty with stainless stee] 
is that under some conditions it may rust and develop pits; it 
also tends to become somewhat drab in appearance, and never 
achieves the brilliance of good chromium plate. Most anodised 
aluminium is also dull-looking and there is no means of restoring 
the lustre, which decreases with time. 

The durability of chromium plating depends largely on the 
thickness of the underlying nickel layer, and also on the much 
thinner chromium film applied over it. It is now known that 
by applying a thicker coating of chromium under slightly different 
conditions than those which are conventionally used in the in- 
dustry, it is possible to produce plating which is from three to 
ten times as durable as the bes: commercial grades in use today. 

The photograph (reproduced) shows three bumper over-riders 
which have been exposed to the weather in an industrial location 
for one year. The outer pair carry standard nickel and chromium 
deposits applied by two cOmmonly used processes, and it will be 
seen that both specimens are seriously corroded. The centre 
sample was plated with the same thickness of nickel, but with the 
special chromium deposit referred to above; its outstanding 
superiority is clearly evident. We have published the fullest 
details of this process and it is open to all electroplaters to use 
without restrictions of any kind. 

Startling advances in the quality of chromium plating may well 
be seen in the not too distant future. The fact is that the 
quality of chromium plating has not deteriorated over the years, 
but the conditions of service of the plating have become steadily 
more severe, at a greater rate than it has been possible to up-grade 
it by the introduction of mew methods based on recent research. 
Chis situation is now being remedied rapidly. 

There is nothing to equal the brilliant appearance and colour 
of chromium on a modern motor car, and the available substitutes 
look rather unattractive by comparison. It is for this reason that 
in the U.S.A. the trend is now away from stainless steel and 
iluminium and towards chromium plate, in view of the greater 

sales appeal of chromium plated parts on new cars.

HE tenth Sestriere Rally, starting 

and finishing in the beautiful ski 

resort from which it takes its 
name, was won this year, as last, by a 
750 c.c. Fiat Abarth Zagato coupé. 
Driven by the young Florentines, Castel- 
lina and Frescobaldi, it was never headed, 
although challenged continually by the 
second-place winners, Ada Pace and Miro 
Toselli, Alfa Romeo Giulietta Zagato 
coupé. Italian cars took the first nine 
places, the highest-placed foreign car be- 
ing the Levy and Wencher DK W-Auto- 
Union. The visitors did not go com- 
pletely unrequited, however, for the Pat 
Moss-Ann Wisdom combination took the 
Ladies’ Prize after a prolonged struggle 
with Annie Soisbault in a TR3; and the 
B.M.C. team of Riley, Healey-Sprite and

In past years this rally has gained the 
reputation of a series of speed events con- 
nected by an easy road section, to the 
benefit of the Italian Grand Touring 
cars. The result was that last year 
there was no foreign interest in the 
event, and it became obvious that 
something must be done to retain 
its international character. The steps 
taken included penalties of one point 
per second for lateness at controls, 
and a series of five regularity tests which 
each consisted of two equal lengths of 
road, to be covered in as near identical 
times as possible, a tenth of a point being 
lost for each fifth of a second of differ- 
ence.

tests were, of course, retained this year. 

This move was not too popular with 
the national drivers but it did attract a 
small but select foreign entry, of which 
the Riley, Sprite and A.35, driven respec- 
tively by Pat Moss-Ann Wisdom, Tommy 
Wisdom-Tony Lucas and John Sprinzel- 
Stuart Turner, were part. Annie Sois- 
bault was another, Gunnar Andersson 
and Ruth Lautmann had brought their 
Volvos, and there were four DK W-Auto- 
Unions from Germany, two reputed to be 
works cars, in the hands of Wolfgang 
Levy-Hans Wencher and _ Eikelmann- 
Kuhne. In the 750 c.c. class two SAABs, 
driven by Jesus Saiz-Juan Celaya and 
Salvado-Giro upheld the honour of Spain 
against a small horde of Fiat 600s, and 
the same Dyna-Panhard which was the 
winner in 1957. 

Out of the modest starting list of 63, 
44 of the crews were Italian, in a fifty- 
fifty mixture of Alfa Romeos and Fiats. 

The 1,570 miles road section ran south 
from Sestriere to Albenga, on the Medi- 
terranean, then across to Pesaro, on the 
Adriatic, via La Spezia, Florence and 
Umbertide. Following the coast as far 
as Rimini, it turned inland for a hill- 
climb at Serravalle, and on to the circuits 
of Modena and Monza. From Monza 
there was a night run through the Dolo- 
mites via Bassano and Bolzano, the cars 
returning to Sestriere via the Passo Tonale, 
the Col d’Aprica, Como and Turin. Along 
the route were the speed hill climbs—San 
Bernardo, near Albenga, Serravalle and 
from Duc to the finishing line. Speed 
tests were held on the circuits of Modena, 
Monza, Valentino Park, Turin and Ses- 
triere. The Turin test was in the nature 
of a game of skittles, chicanes of ninepins 
being interspersed around the circuit. 

In the prevailing good weather there 
was barely twenty miles of ice in the 
whole rally, the worst weather hazard 
being fog on the Sestriere-Albenga sec- 
tion. There was almost a Mille Miglia 
atmosphere at the start as growling Fiats 
and snappy Giuliettas shot out of the 
control with spinning wheels and swept 
down the narrow road towards Pinerolo. 

Fog on the first section did not prove 
too much of a handicap, and most people 
reached the San Bernardo climb in good 
form. Fastest was Guilio Sala in his 
veteran vee-8 Fiat; Annie Soisbault, who 
was 23.2 secs slower in the same class 
collected 23.2 penalty points. In her class 
Pat Moss, competing with a number of 
T.I. Giuliettas and Volvos was 23.4 secs 
slower than the fastest. —Tommy Wisdom 
was obviously going to lose marks heavily 
throughout the speed tests, for all of his 
opponents were Giulietta Sprint Veloces, 
most of them Conrero-prepared to boot! 

In his class John Sprinzel managed to 
annex fourth place, only 20.4 secs behind 
an Italian-prepared Gordini Dauphine 
driven by Turri-Cocchetti. Gunnar 
Andersson was outstandingly good, but 
he could do little against two Giulietta 
T.I.s which later turned out to be exten- 
sively modified, and were the subject of 
a protest.

By the end of the first day it became 
apparent that the speed events would 
really decide the winner. Castellina in 
the 750 Fiat Abarth and Ada Pace in 
the Giulietta Zagato were tieing for first 
place with only 1.1 penalty points each, 
Angela and Luciano Fontana in a Fiat 
600 were next with a score of 2.7, and 
Sala in the vee-8 Fiat came next with 
3.7 penalties. Pat Moss lay ninth in her 
big class, while Annie Soisbault lay third 
in her small class of only four runners; 
Annie had 27.5 penalty points and the 
English girls 37.9. 

The San Marino hill-climb was taken 
in the early morning after a night run 
through the Apennines. At Modena, Pat 
Moss upheld family honour by taking 
a chicane flat out in third on every lap, 
pulling out of her slide only inches from 
the wall bordering the track. This made 
her ninth in class and only 17.4 secs 
slower than the faster of the two quick 
Alfas; nevertheless Soisbault still led, for 
she had lost only 12 points. At Monza 
again the French crew held the lead with 


a further gain of 18.8, the relative 
penalizations now being 78.2 for the 


Triumph and 99.2 for the Riley. 


At the Milan track, at a pomt on the 
straight where cars entered for their 


circuits, a chicane had been erected. 
Various drivers misjudged their speed of 
approach sufficiently to nudge it severely, 
whereupon a mob of track officials would 
rush on the track and hastily rebuild it, 
to wild cries of “via, via!” when a car 
appeared out of the South Curve. The 
Volvos were very impressive, Andersson 
approaching the chicane at seemingly im- 
possible speeds and getting his car side- 
ways yards before the chicane. It was 
on the Turin circuit that Ada Pace fell 
1.9 points behind Castellani, one of them 
for stopping within 300 metres of the 
finishing line. In this game of skill Pat 
Moss took fourth place in class, losing 
3.3 points against Annie Soisbault’s 3.4. 
Just before Turin, “ Falk” and Linzen- 
burg, lying third in their D.K.W., had 
to retire with a broken distributor. 


On the final hill climb Castellina, 


winner of every speed event in his class, 
was once again triumphant, and was 
obviously in an unassailable position with 
only 1.7 penalty points. Here Turri and 
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Cocchetti had the bad luck to break a 
rocker arm only 100 yards from the 
finish, being deprived of an almost cer- 
tain fourth place and a class win. Annie 
Soisbault did not seem at her best here, 
and lost further points to the Moss- 
Wisdom combination. 

rhere only remained the dice round 
the circuit of Sestriere the next day, after 
a very welcome night’s rest. Penalties 
were exacted according to a formula 
which took into consideration the differ- 
ence between the first and second laps— 
only two were made—and the total time 
taken. This was all good fun and the 
penalties were small enough to have 
little effect on the results of the road 
section. Pat Moss had finished the latter 
part of the Rally 4.6 points ahead of 
Annie Soisbault, and the French girl 
could not make up the difference, 
although she pulled up to within 1.74 
points. So the Moss-Wisdom recipe re- 
sulted in yet another Ladies’ award for 
B.M.C., although unfortunately the 
points will not count for the Ladies’ Rally 
Championship, because there were not 
three lady crews in the rally. 

John Sprinzel was the highest placed 
British competitor, 19th in general classi- 
fication, B.M.C. won the Foreign Team 
Prize, and Tommy Wisdom had an award 
for best performance of an up to 1,100 
c.c. G.T. car, so everyone was happy.

Zagato 750 which he drove with Castellina 
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ASTON’S FIRST official race appear- 
ance this season is, after all, to be at 
Sebring. It had been announced that the 
David Brown sports cars would be sav ed 
for Le Mans and, in particular, that they 
would not compete at the Nurburgring 
two weeks before, because the 1,000 km 
was too close to Le Mans to give time for 
the cars to be re-prepared. The second 
statement still holds, but one 3-litre 
DBR1/300 has been entered in the 12- 
hour race at Sebring, and will be driven 
by Roy Salvador and Carroll Shelby. 

In confirming this change of plans, 
David Brown said that the Monza proving 
programme in December had been suc- 
cessful, and a considerable amount of 
development had been carried out during 
the winter.

FINALITY appears to have been 
reached in arriving at the Inter-Conti- 
nental racing car formula. It will be re- 
called that during the stormy F.I.A. meet- 
ing held in London last October it was 
agreed that the United States, Italy and 
Great Britain, who were the chief oppo 
nents to the new 14-litre formula 1 to 
operate from 1961 onwards, should be 
appointed to consider this new formula 
which, it was hoped, would result in a 
greater interchange of motor races 
between Europe and America. The origi- 
nal hope was that a three-litre formula 
would be evolved to maintain more spec- 
tacular racing, which many people feared 
would be lost in the 1961 14-litre formula. 
It was considered that the banked cir- 
cuits of Monza and Indianapolis would be 
the main venues, but that high speed cir- 
cuits such as Spa and Rheims could be 
used for the cars which would be evolved. 

These hopes seem to have been dashed 
to the ground as the result of a meeting 
held at the R.A.C. last Monday, when it 
was agreed that the engine size of 3.8- 
litres should be used. The choice of this 
size appears to have been influenced en- 
tirely by the supplv of engines in America. 
The design of the Offenhauser engine 
built bv Meyer and Drake has been frozen 
at 4.2-litres up to the end of 1962, and 
it must be remembered that they are the 
only racing engine manufacturers of any 
consequence in America. By fitting a 
smaller throw crank, the capacity can be 
reduced to 3.8-litres. 

From the British point of view. this 
decision means that there are no ready- 
made high efficiency engines of this capa- 
city, and certainly the current formula 1 
units could not be enlarged. The result 
of this latest decision seems to be utter 
confusion once again.
